There is printed elsewhere in this issue of the 
Reporter a graphic presentation of a study of the 
trend of prices in the markets for chemicals, acids, 
coal tar intermediates and natural dyestuffs which 
should prove both interesting and profitable to manu- 
facturers and traders in the markets concerned, as 
well as to the student of economic conditions. The 
period covered by the graph was from the date of 
the signing of the armistice with the Central Pow- 
ets, November 11, 1918, up to and including No- 
vember 10, 1919, the close of last week. 


The entire presentation was based upon figures 
obtained from the Prices Current section of the Re- 
porter and the work was undertaken with a view of 
comparing the trend of the markets in question and 
the average price fluctuations within the year with 
the quotations which prevailed for similar commod- 
ites when the markets were virtually in control of 
German made goods through the fact that the Amer- 
an chemical and dyestuffs industries were not self- 
contained nor so largely developed as to render the 
nation independent of supplies from foreign sources.

Protection, whether through licensing or tariff en- 
actment, against German-made chemicals and dye- 
stuffs has been stated by American producers to be 
necessary only for a period which will enable them 
to be fully assured that they can successfully com- 
pete with any and all competitive methods that may 
be used by the Germans or others. These manufac- 
turers have frequently stated that they have devel- 
oped their processes to a high state of perfection up 
to the present, but that they need a little more time 
to put the ‘“‘finishing touches” to them, to speak 
colloquially. 

Their statements that they have already made 
great progress toward the development of the in- 
dustry on a permanent and self-reliant basis is borne 
out to a large extent by the showing of the Report- 
etr’s graphic. This conclusion may best be illustrated 
by a statement as to how and why it was reached. 


The preparation of the graphic was based upon 
the assumption that prices prevailing in the markets 
of the United States for dyestuffs and other imported 
chemicals on January 1, 1914, were the normal 
market values for such. Quotations of twenty-one 
coal tar crude and intermediate dyestuffs, regarded 
as representative of the entire list, were lumped and 
an index number of 100 per cent. obtained for com- 
parative purposes. From this averaged price of 100 
per cent. on January 1, 1914, for the German- 
made items the index number rose steadily until the 
date of the signing of the armistice, November 11, 
1918, when th index figure was 509 per cent. for 
the same list. In that period, it must be recalled, the 
American manufacture of dyes to replace those for- 
merly obtained from Germany was initiated and 
developed, but the development had not been com- 
pleted, as manufacturers pointed out, when the 
armistice was made. 

It was because of this situation that American 
dye manufacturers urged Congress to take some 
action to protect them until they had completed the 
development of the industry. While they were doing 
all in their power, as they still are, to get some action 
from Congress, they were continuing their work of 
developing the industry. This has been shown in 
the graphic by the fact that as the industry pro- 
gressed in its development, enabling producers to 
place their goods on the market at lower prices, the 
price curve on the graphic descended from the date 
of the armistice until June 23 last was reached, 
when the index number receded to 277 per cent. 
From the latter date to the end of the year covered 
in the graphic, or on last Saturday, November 10, 
the price curve moved upward again until the per- 
centage or index number stood at 316. This rise 
has been attributed to the unsettled labor conditions 
which existed and which cut off largely the produc- 
tion of crudes from which intermediates were pro- 
duced, and cannot be considered as an indication of 
lack of development in the industry. 

The assumption from the figures of the index, 
showing that American manufacturers were able to 
bring their prices to a level of 277 per cent. for 
dyestuffs made in the United States from the first 
process to the finished commodity, was that the in- 
dustry, which is engrossing the attention of the entire 
country generally, had been placed upon a perma- 
nent basis, or nearly so, and that production problems 
had been conquered. This conclusion has been ar- 
rived at by reason of the fact that a study of a list 
of industrial chemicals, 25 in number, which have 
been made in the United States for many years and 
could be considered as permanent domestic products, 
showed an index number of 247 on June 23 last. 

It would seem reasonable, therefore, to conclude 
that, if the American manufacturers of dyestuffs 
were to be given the additional time they have stated 
they still need to work out the few remaining prob- 
lems of production and to complete the development 
of a self-contained chemical and dyestuff industry 
for the United States, these American business men 
will have been able to reduce the index number of 
277 arrived at on the Reporter’s graphic on June 
23 last down to the index number of 247 shown to 
have prevailed on the same date for chemical com- 
modities long produced in the United States. 

But American manufacturers will be hampered 
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N. W. D. A. CONVENTION PROCEED- 
INGS PRESENTED IN EXTRA ISSUE 
OF THE REPORTER—COMPLETE 
OFFICIAL STENOGRAPHIC_ RE- 
PORT CONTAINED THEREIN. 





The official stenographic minutes of the pro- 
ceedings of the forty-fifth annual convention of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association 
have been prepared in the form of an extra edi- 
tion of the Reporter for distribution to subscrib- 
ers, as has been the custom of the Reporter for a 
number of years, and it is hoped to have the extra 
number placed in the mails this week. 

There may be delay in the latter respect, how- 
ever, owing to the present printing pressmen’s 
strike, but readers may be assured that the num- 
ber will be mailed to them as soon as it is possible 
in view of the circumstances. 

The publication of the minutes in the form of 
an extra issue is done for the dual purpose of 
facilitating the issuance of the regular weekly 
number of the Reporter, together with the wish 
to present the proceedings of this important trade 
body in a thorough and perhaps more usual form 
for the readers. 
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and disheartened in their efforts toward that end if 
German and other foreign-made dyestuffs and 
chemicals are allowed to be promiscuously dumped 
into our markets at sacrifice prices, which our own 
producers cannot meet without severe losses, until 
they have had the additional time they require to re- 
duce the index number indicated to a parity with the 
index ruling for commodities which were of long- 
standing manufacture in the United States. 


This question of giving the ‘infant’’ industry some 
kind of safeguard from the ugly goblins of foreign 
competition has been thoroughly studied from many 
angles, as we all know. Much has been said about 
how and why it should be given. But, with all that 
have been brought forward as arguments favorable 
to the idea, there has been one point which has not 
received quite so much attention as have the other 
and more prominent features of the proposition. The 
point in mind is that of the effect on any import duty 
legislation of the fluctuating value of the German 
mark and other foreign moneys. 


Students of this question indicate that the effect- 
iveness of any tariff regulation which may be im- 
posed by Congress will be largely nullified unless the 
framers of that legislation take cognizance of the 
fact that a low exchange value for the mark, such as 
has prevailed for a long period and up to the present 
time, will automatically lower the measure of protee- 
tion afforded, no matter what the tariff may be. To- 
overcome this possibility it has been suggested that 
any measure passed should include a provision re- 
quiring the assessment of such duties as may be im- 
posed on a basis of the normal exchange value of the 
mark at the time of the levying of the duty, rather 
than upon the “‘actually”’ prevailing exchange value. 
These students have pointed out that customs duties. 
now in effect on German goods afford merely about 
one-eighth of the protection which would obtain: 
were exchange rates for the mark normal, because 
the present value of a mark is only about one-eighth 
of its normal or usual exchange rate. 


This situation was brought about by a rather re- 
cent ruling of the Treasury Department that duties 
on imports must be assessed upon the basis of the 
actual value of the currency of the country in which 
the shipment originated and in which the valuation 
was made. The Treasury Department’s decision was 
intended to reach conditions in India particularly, 
where values have risen considerably above the nor- 
mal exchange rate and because of which fact the 
United States was receiving smaller import duties on 
the basis of the normal rate than it would were the 
duties figured upon the actual value prevailing at the 
time. Of course the ruling has worked both ways 
and the consequence has been that where values were 
lower than the normal the assessment of duties at 
actual values has brought correspondingly lower 
returns. 


But this particular point is merely incidental to thé 
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main point which is contained in the question, ““When 
will Congress get busy and enact some regulatory 
legislation to give the American dyestuff and chem- 
ical manufacturers the assurance that they may go 
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ahead sturdily and round out the development, as 
they have planned, of a completely self-contained 
American chemical industry that will withstand any 
and all competition?’’ In the answer to this question

These 
imports, a special bulletin of the Com- 
merce Department points out, were 
rapidly making up in value what they 
had lost in quantity when withdrawal 
of distilled spirits from bond for do- 
mestic beverage and their importation 
were prohibited. On the export side 
figures show that wartime restrictions 
reduced outward cargoes of malt 
liquors, bourbon, rye, alcohol and 
other spirits to $8,836,678 in 1918 from 
$20,883,227 in 1917. 


The Crown Cork & Seal Co., Balti- 
more, plans to establish eight addition- 
al warehouses and has selected Nor- 
folk, Mobile, Savannah, Fort Smith, Al- 
bany, Columbus, Evansville and Provi- 
dence as the places where they are to 
be erected.

DISTILLED SPIRITS 


Manufacturers, Pharmacists and Phy- 
sicians Called Upon to Renew 
Permits Ante-dating Nov. | 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 


Since November 1 and during the du- 
ration of war-time prohibition, permits 
to use for manufacturing purposes or to 
sell for non-beverage purposes distilled 
spirits and wines will not be issued ex- 
cept with the approval of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, according to 


information received from his office. Ap- 
plications for such permits must be filed 
on amended form 737 with the prohibi- 
tion enforsement officer of the State in 
which the business is to be conducted. 
Unless the product in which the _ spirits 
or wines are to be used is a United States 
Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary 
Preparation sworn statements must ac- 
company the application affirming that 
the product will neither be used nor sold 
for beverage purposes. 

Holders of permits issued prior to No- 
vember 1, 1919, must give a new bond 
not later than December 1, 1919. 

Pharmacists holding permits may re- 
tail alcohol medicated according to 
standards of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau in quantities not exceeding one 
pint, and sell spirits and wines on phy- 
sicians’ prescriptions. Duly licensed 
physicians may obtain permits without 
giving bond for the purchase of not 
more than two quarts of alcohol or al- 
coholic preparations during a period of 
one year. Physicians and pharmacists 
must keep records, 


War-Time Prohibition May Be Lifted 
Only by Ratification of Peace 
Treaty Between Principal 


Powers 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 

Nothing can stop war-time prohibition 
except ratification of the peace treaty 
by the Senate and the promulgation of 
peace by formal proclamation of the 
President following diplomatic exchange 
of ratifications between the principal 
powers, according to information ob- 
tained in official circles here, on inquiry 
as to certain rumors that by some mys- 
terious means war-time prohibition is to 
be suspended.

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Leader In Industry, Returned From Europe, Says World’s Food 
Shortage Requires Greater Crops — More Fertilizer 
Consequently 


3ALTIMORE, Nov. 7, 1919. 
W. D. Huntington, president of the 
National Fertilizer Association and vice- 
president of the Davison Chemical Co. of 


Baltimore, who recently returned from 
a three months’ trip to Europe, where 
he went to establish branch agencies of 
his company and study the prospects for 
an increased distribution of American 
fertilizer materials, has just issued a 
statement on the trade prospects for the 
spring of 1920, in which he says :— 


Despite conditions even more uncertain and 
unsettled than they were during the war the 
selling season is under way for fertilizer to be 
used next spring. That there will be a big 
demand goes without saying. Although Amer- 
ica has been blessed with large crops during 
the past year the world-wide demand for food- 
stuffs is not yet satisfied, nor can it be until 
succeeding years of plenty again fill the world’s 
depleted storehouses. True it is that a sharp 
cut in food prices has been prophesied, but if 
felt at all its effect has been only locally 
Labor is certain to be high in price, and high- 
priced labor makes necessary increased use of 
fertilizer. All this indicates a good demand 
for fertilizer to be used on next spring’s crops. 
The most important thing is to determine as 
to the extent to which the manufacturer can 
meet this demand. 


In the United States 77 per cent. of the total 
rock phosphate produced is mined in the Flori- 
da fields. This naturally is the great source 
of supply for Eastern use, while the Tennessee 
rock is mined largely for Western trade. Back 
in May a strike was called in the Florida 
fields, a strike which even now is nominally 
in force. As a result the production of rock 
has been very seriously reduced. Up to the 
close of the fall season manufacturers had not 
been able to ly up stcok against spring trade. 
Acid phosphate production was curtailed. At 





this writing it looks as though there would be 
a shortage In one case a manufacturing com- 
pany has announced that it would be unable 
to furnish in its fertilizers the amount of phos- 
phoric acid required by the high analysis 
recommendations of the Soil Improvement 
Committee. 

It is still too early to make prediction as to 
the supply of potash. Last spring we believed 
that Alsatian and German potash would be 
soon coming into the market in quantity. So 
strong was this belief that aomestic potash 
companies curtailed production There ap- 
pears to have been an error in calculation. 
Europe needs potash even more than we do 
Like ourselves they have beea cut off from 
their source of supply. Also, they looked to 
Alsace for their potash, forgetting as did we 
that very few of the Alsatian mines were 
equipped with concentrators for refining the 
raw salts brought up from the mine. This 
makes necessary the marketing of the raw 
instead of refined salts. Europe being nearer 
to the source of supply is better fitied to com- 
pete for_this bulk product than are we. 

In tonnage the Alsatiian mines have not come 
up to expectations. A ten weeks’ strike in the 
Alsatian fields greatly reduced production. 
Ixuropean demand has exceeded expectation. 
These two factors together caused a shortage. 
Under the conditions it is regrettable that 
American manufacturers curtailed operations 
at the time they did. 

In ammoniates there will be little change 
from last year unless the present strike of the 
coal miners continues. Should it continue the 
supply of chemical ammoniates will be very 
seriously reduced, both for that produced at 
home as a by-product of the coke ovens and 
for imported Chilean nitrate. This indeed is 
at present one of the most serious clouds on 
the fertilizer horizon. The striking miners, in 
in their protest against the ‘“‘H. C. L.,”’ are 
not only raising the present cost of living, but 
are also imperiling one source of next year’s 
food supply. 








PATENT PROPOSAL 
TO BE PRESENTED 


Congress Expected to Act Before 
Winter to Give Effect to 


Trademark Convention 
WASHINGTON. 

Representative Nolan of California, 
chairman of the House Committee on 
Patents, hopes to be able to get through 
the House of Representatives either late 
in this session of Congress or early in 
the winter session a bill to give effect to 
the trademark convention of Buenos 
Aires under which an international trade- 
mark bureau has been established at Ha- 
vana at which the Northern States of 
South America are to be represented. 
The object of the bureau and of the 
convention under which it was estab- 
lished, is to facilitate international trade 
mark registration and business and 
commercial relations based on it between 
the United States and the States of the 
Northern part of South America. Mr. 
Nolan says that a similar bureau is to 
be established taking in States of the 
Southern part of South America. Cen- 
tral American and West Indian govern- 
ments may also become parties to the 
international trademark registration ar- 
rangement. . 

According to Mr. Nolan, some of the 
Latin American countries have not rec- 
ognized patents, trademarks and the like, 
but they are said to be beginning to do 
so. Mexico does not, it is said. The 
bill to give effect to the Pan-American 
trademark registration convention was 
reported recently from the House Com- 
mittee on Patents by unanimous vote. 
The committee report says that “this 
country will have failed to carry out its 
part of the convention unless this legis- 
lation is enacted.” The convention was 
signed in 1910, and was ratified by the 
American Senate in 1911. 

The international bureau at Havana 
is unable to deal with the United States 
in the absence of specific statute giving 
the requisite authority to the Commis- 
sioner of Patents here. South American 
States meanwhile are awaiting action by 
Congress on the pending bill, which will 
enable the Commissioner of Patents to 
record in appropriate way and with 
proper legal sanction the receipt of the 
official notice from Havana that marks 
there deposited have been given the full 
effect of the international convention. 

Secretary of the Treasury Glass in a 
letter to Representative Nolan says that 
he has every reason to believe that the 
Havana bureau ‘will render genuine and 
substantial purpose to the manufactur- 
ers and exporters of the United States.” 
Appropriations have heretofore * been 
made to pay this government's part of 
the expenses of the international bureau 
for the first year. ‘ Secretary Glass says 
that “in future years the bureau will be 
practically self supporting and will be a 
source of satisfaction to all of those in- 
terested in closer commercial and finan- 
cial relations between the American re- 
publics.” 


France Extends Patent Protection to 


Cover Holders Unable to Exploit 


Them Because of War 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 31, 1919. 
A French law of October 8, 1919, pub- 
lished October 10, provides that patents 
that had not expired before August Il, 
1914, and patents granted or applied for 
between then and August 1, 1919, may 
be prolonged up to five years, when, due 
to the war, holders have been unable to 
exploit them normally. Article 6  pro- 
vides that in case a patent is prolonged 
the contracts for exploitation will con- 


tinue effective. 


WAR DEPT. SEEKS 
NITRATE MERGER 


Bill Recommended by Secretary 
of War Would Incorporate 
Enterprises of Government 


Under Federal Control 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 

If the recommendation of Secretary 
of War Baker is carried out, a big gov- 
ernment corporation will be organized 
to handle the nitrate plant enterprises 
of the government. The recommenda- 
tion was embodied in a letter from the 
secretary to Representative Kahn of Cal- 
ifornia, chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs, and was accom- 
panied by a draft of a bill which Mr. 
Kahn has introduced. However, it is 
stated that there is no intention to take 
up the bill at this session of Congress. 

The bill authorizes the Secretary of 
War to appoint five persons to organize 
the United States Fixed Nitrogen Cor- 
poration which, among other things, 
would have the right of succession for 
20 years unless sooner dissolved by 
Congress or because its franchise is for- 
feited by violation of law; to make con- 
tracts and do business along the lines of 
corporations generally. 

It is provided in the bill that the cor- 
poration shall have power to acquire 
and develop government properties, in- 
cluding the nitrate fixation plants of the 
government at Sheffield and Mussel 
Shoals, Ala., the Fixed Nitrogen Re- 
search Laboratory at Washington, and 
auxiliaries of those plants; also any 
other property belonging to the govern- 
ment and under control of the President 
or Secretary of War that they may deem 
advisable to convey to the new corpora- 
tion; also to acquire and establish lab- 
oratories and experimental plants that 
may be necessary to assist in furnishing 
to the government and others at all 
times nitrogen products for military or 
other purposes in the most economical 
manner and of the highest standard of 
efficiency. 

The bill further empowers the nitrate 
corporation to sell its products to the 
government for military uses, and to sell 
such of its products as are not required 
by the government to producers or users 
of fertilizers, or to others. The corpo- 
ration would act as the President’s agent 
in operating the Mussel Shoals’ plant. 
It would also be authorized to acquire 
American or foreign patents; to assume 
government obligations entered into in 
connection with the nitrate plants al- 
ready authorized by the government; to 
sell and export products not needed by 
this government or American fertilizer 
manufacturers or other Americans; to 
enter into reciprocal agreements with 
others to facilitate the production and 
sale of nitrates; to lease or purchase or 
sell land, buildings and other property, 
ete, 

Common stock, representing the value 
of the properties transferred by the gov- 
ernment to the nitrogen corporation, 
shall be issued to the Secretary of War 
under the terms of the bill. Preferred 
stock of the corporation may be sold to 
the amount of $12,500,000, par value 
$100, with a guarantee of 5 per cent, 
dividends, but the government shall take 
all such stock. 

The bill provides for the distribution 
of earnings by paying dividends on stock, 
which dividends shall be paid into the 
Federal treasury, by developing and im- 
proving plant and equipment, by creat- 
ing a surplus or reserve fund up to 
$2,500,000. There are a number of mis- 
cellaneous provisions in the bill also rel- 
ative to the deposit of funds, the keep- 
ing of accounts, exempting the govern- 
ment from liabilities beyond its stock in 
the corporation, ete.

PAINT AND VARNISH CONVENTION 
INDORSE SAVE. SURFACE CAMPAIGN 





Development of Markets Behindhand—Stimulus Needed—Upward 
Price Revision Expected to Continue—Election 


of Officers 


CHICAGO, Nov. 3, 1919. 


Annual meetings of the Paint Manu- 
facturers’ Association and the Varnish 
Manufacturers’ Association of the United 
States, held at Hotel Sherman, October 
28 to 31, were notable because of the 
number of members and officers in at- 
tendance. One hundred and _ twenty- 
three members were present at the meet- 
ings of the paint manufacturers and 87 
éclogates attended the varnish makers’ 
meetings. 

The paint manufacturers at their final 
session instructed Secretary Heckel to 
telegraph President Wilson that the as- 
sociation heartily approved his action in 
regard to the coal strike situation in 
these words :— 

“Woodrow Wilson, President of the 
United States:—The Paint Manufactur- 
ers’ Association of the United States in 
convention here assembled unanimously 
approved your action in connection with 
the pending strike of coal miners. G. 
B. Heckel, secretary.” 

Approval of the President’s action on 
the strike came after members had 
heard from E. T. Trigg, member of the 
Employers’ Group at the Industrial Con- 
ference recently held at Washington, 
who gave a report of the incidents that 
finally led to withdrawal of the Labor 
Group from the conference. 

General discussfon of present condi- 
tions and the future prospects of the 
paint and varnish industry resulted in 
a consensus of opinion that the ten- 
dency of prices must be upward rather 
than downward unless conditions mate- 
rially change. None could see any pos- 
sibility of reduced prices before next 
summer at least. 

On Wednesday the varnish men elected 
officers for the coming year, approved 
reports of the president, secretary-treas 
urer and other standing committees and 
also the proposal of the National Paint, 
Oil & Varnish Association for co-opera- 
tion in the collection of trade statistics. 
It was also unanimously agreed that the 
regional associations and the regional 
bulletin should be maintained. 

Chairmen of the regional associations 
later held a meeting and unanimously 


asked that Ludington Patten be contin- 
ued as general chairman of regional 
work. Both associations also recom- 
mended that the Regional Association 
Bulletin be regarded as the official me- 
dium of the two organizations and that 
each member pay a subscription of $2 
per year. 


At a meeting of plant superintendents 
of the Varnish Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion it was unanimously recommended 
that the organization membership be lim- 
ited to plant managers and _ technical 
men, that monthly meetings be held be- 
tween the Ist and 22d of each month 
and that these sectional meetings send 
copies of the minutes to the secretary of 
the association who will summarize 
them and distribute copies of the sum- 
mary to all local organizations. 


At a meeting of the Statistical Com- 
mittee of the National Paint, Oil & Var- 
nish Association, when all industries 
were represented, aid from every indus- 
try was pledged to furnish statistical 
data, to be published for the benefit of 
the industry at large. Another meeting 
of this committee will be held at the of- 
fices of the national organization, 100 
William street, New York city, on De- 
cember 12. 

The Board of Directors of the Paint 
Manufacturers’ Association admitted the 


Wheeler Varnish Works to membership. 
Announcement was made that the Var- 
nish association now has 85 members, 
eight new members having been admit- 
ted during the year, and that the Paint 
association has a total of 135 members, 
10 having been accepted during the year.

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DYE LICENSE SYSTEM 


Advocated by Silk Association In

It 
js true that some contractors are de- 
laying new building till the strike shall 
be settled, but that is of small con- 
cern to paint producers. Their diffi- 
culty is in explaining tu consumers 
why they are not abie to give early 
deliveries. They are booked so far 
ahead in most lines that they are 
anxious to avoid much new business. 

The home demand is mvure than suf- 
ficient to absorb all paint production, 
put foreign consumers are actively in- 
quiring and in some cases offering 
above the quoted figures. In most 
cases, however, the foreign buyer 
wishes more extended credits than are 
convenient to grant. 

Trade with England is resuming 
now after its month’s holdup on ac- 
count of the dockers’ strike here and 
the English railroad strike somewhat 
earlier. If the coal strike does not 
last so long as to interfere with the 
railroads and ships, the export trade 
should return to the flourishing condi- 
tion that rightly belongs to it. This in- 
terference with cross-the-seas com- 
merce has affected paint material pro- 
duction in some lines by shutting off 
supplies of raw material. Whiting, for 
instance, has been held up because the 
shipment of chalf from England was 
stopped.

PIG LEAD AND SPELTER 


PIG LEAD.—Trading has been with- 
in more moderate bounds the last part 
of the week though the market is fair- 
ly frm.

ZINC OXIDE.—Zine oxide mills are 
working twenty-four hours a day and 
still are far behind demand. Consumers 
are calling for increased quantities. 
The demand for green seal is particu- 
larly active. The quoted prices on the 
different grades follow:—French pro- 
cess, red seal, 914c.; green seal, 10%c.;

St. Louis Zinc Oxide Market. 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 6, 1919. 

The feature of this week’s-market has been 
a strong demand for zinc oxide, not only on the 
part of customarily large purchasers, but also 
by firms that usually go along on a hand-to- 
mouth supply . This strong demand undoubt- 
edly has been actuated by the fear that a pro- 
tracted coal strike would either tie up railroad 
shipments or reduce the supply of the oxide. 

The supply has been fairly good in spite of 
some difficulties in getting shipments from the 
mines, owing to the fact that the Rai:road 
Administration had commandeered all the gon- 
dolas available for last-moment shipments of 
coal. This coming week will see most of these 
cars returned to the mine district for ore- 
carrying service. The car supply at the plants 
is approaching normal and shipments are good. 

All the St. Louis plants have laid in a good 
reserve coal supply, and unless the coal strike 
lasts for more than a month there is little 
fear that any of the plants will have to shut 
down from lack of fuel. The only worry that 
the producers have is that the railroads will 
be forced to curtail shipments or put an em- 
bargo on everything but the necessities of life. 
Such a protracted strike is not looked for, 
however. 

Current and contract business is being done 
at the same prices as last week:—Commer- 
cially lead-free zinc oxide, 9c. per pound, c, 1.; 
under 5 per cent. leaded zine oxide, 8.5c. per 
pound, c. L; l. ec. L. lots 4 cent higher. 


DRY COLORS 


The market was firmer this week 
than it has been at any time during 
the firm period of the last month. 
Consumers have been sending in their 
requirements to the producers so fast 
that the market would have stood con- 
siderable advances. However, the pro- 
ducers are trying to hold prices down 
to the present levels for the sake of 
the future stability of the trade.

The demand for all the minor paint 
materials has grown stronger during 
the past week, with the scarcity in 
supplies in some materials so serious 
that producers are holding off new 
business. Raw materials from abroad 
have been held up by the dock strikes 
which prevented the unloading of ships. 
Labor shortages in the West interfered 
with the production of barytes and 
other materials. However, it is en- 
couraging that orders have been com- 
ing so rapidly, even though these or- 
ders cannot be promptly filled, for this 
shows the confidence of business men 
in a restoration of normal conditions. 

BARYTES.—The mills of the West 
and the South are attaining a fair per- 
centage of maximum production in 
spite of the difficulty in getting suffi- 
cient labor at a figure in keeping with 
present profits. But orders are still 
coming in more rapidly than they can 
be filed. The price remains unchanged 
at $21@21.50 a ton, naked, f. o. b. mills. 

BLANC FIXE.—Firmness'  charac- 
terized the market this week with no 
sign of weakness anywhere. Demand 
continues to increase. Prices are un- 
changed at 3%@4%c. per pound for 
dry, and $35@40 a ton for pulp. 

CASEIN.—With the market growing 
firmer as a result of the active buying 
and the shortage of supplies, dealers 
maintained the price of 16@18c. Foreign 
importations have been reduced re- 
cently and the home supply has de- 
creased somewhat with the coming of 
colder weather. Unless supplies are 
increased the competition of buyers 
will have a decided bullish effect. 

CHINA CLAY.—Deliveries of domes- 
tic china clay have not fallen far be- 
hind new business and producers on 
the whole are satisfied. Importers 
have been hampered by the longshore- 
men’s strike which has just been set- 
tled, and the effects of the English rail- 


road strike have not entirely vanished. - 


PUTTY.—Demand for putty is not 
so active as for some other materials 
used in the paint trade. The steel 
strike has had a psychological effect 
on many builders and consequently the 
demand for putty is not so great as 
it otherwise would be. Commercial in 
five-pound tins is quoted at $4.65 per 
100 pounds, and in one-pound tins at 
$6. In tubs commercial is quoted at 
$2.75 per 100 pounds. Pure in tubs is 
quoted at $4.50 and in linseed oil at 
$6.75. 

WHITING.—Producers of whiting 
have been so greatly handicapped by 
the lack of importations of chalk from 
England that they have been com- 
pelled to delay the filling of orders. 
Prices remain nominally the same. 
Commercial is quoted at $1.15@1.20, 
gilders’ bolted at $1.20@1.25, extra 
gilders’ at $1.75@2.50, and American 
paris white at $1.50@1.75 per 100 


pounds. 
VARNISH GUMS 


Varnish gum dealers are delayed in 
their filling of orders by the scarcity of 
the gums. Varnish makers and other 
consumers are buying up all odd lots 
and ordering ahead, but dealers are 
not anxious for new business. Some 
lines are almost nominal, the kauri 
gums, for instance, coming into this 
country in small amounts and very ir- 
regularly. Gums that are gathered by 
natives are particularly scarce, be- 
cause this labor is finding other and 
more remunerative occupation. Quota- 
tions are:—Manila pale, 23@25c.;

APPRAISERS’ DECISIONS 
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“Olene” Admitted Free of Duty Overruling Animal Oil Designation 


test of Booth & Co. claiming the 
free entry of a product listed as “olene 
rendered from the scrappings of the 
flesh side of beef hides, has been sus- 
tained by the U. S. Board of General 

Appraisers. The material was originally 
assessed as animal oil and as such sub- 
‘ect to duty of 15 per cent. ad valorem, 
ander paragraph 44 of the act of 1913. 
The decision, which is an important one 
to the trade, follows in part: 

The merchandise, about the classification of 
which this issue has arisen, is invoiced as 
oliene oil. It was returned by the appraiser 
as animal oil and assessed with duty accord- 
ingly, under the last clause of paragraph 44 
of the tariff act of 1913. Being dissatisfied 
with that assessment the importers protested, 
claiming that the merchandise should have 
been allowed free entry under paragraph 498 
of gaid act. Counsel for protestants implies 
that the collector was influenced in his de- 
cision against the importers by the invoice 
description of the merchandise. The appraiser 
in his special report on the protest states: 

The merchandise in question consists of tal- 
low oil, which is chiefly used in admixture 
with mineral oils, as lubricating. It was re- 
turned for duty as an animal oil, n, s. p. f., 
par. 44, act of 1913. 

Of course it cannot be determined from the 
record whether the collector was influenced by 
either the invoice description or the ap- 
praiser’s report, and we do not think the 
question is at all important, since the duti- 
able character of merchandise must in the 
last analysis be determined from an exam- 
ination of it rather than from its description 
in the invoice (Dwight v. Merritt, 140 U. S&., 
213). 

Considerable time was taken up on the trial 
by counsel for the Government in an effort 
to prove that the merchandise was animal oil 
rather than animal grease. This question we 
also think was of no consequence, as is readily 
observed from a reading of the pertinent part 
of paragraph 44 as follows: 

. . All other animal oils, rendered oils 
and greases, and all combinations of the same, 
not specially provided for in this section, 15 
per centum ad valorem. 

The witnesses were all in agreement that 
the merchandise was of beef origin, and that

to or established beyond doubt. What, then, 
does it matter for the purposes of the issue 
whether we call it animal oil or animal 
grease? There is, however, more or less of 
conflict in the testimony as to whether it is 
such an oil or grease as is commonly used 
for soap making, but by a clear preponderance 
of the weight of it, we think the fact that simi- 
lar grease has been and was at the time of the 
passage of the act of 1913 actually being com- 
monly used in soap making is established. It 
becomes therefore simply a question of whether 
the provision in paragraph 44, above quoted, 
is more specific than that in paragraph 498, 
for— 

Grease, fats, vegetable tallow, and oils (ex- 
cepting fish oils), not chemically compounded, 
such as are commonly used in soap making 
or in wire drawing, or for stuffing or dressing 
leather, not specially provided for in this sec- 
tion. 

To sustain the contention of the Govern- 
ment would be in direct opposition to what 
we thus held the intent of Congress to be in 
framing paragraph 498, supra, and not only 
would that be true, but such action would 
nullify the provisions of that paragraph as to 
all oils and greases of animal origin which 
are commonly used for any of the purposes 
therein named. 

It is our view that this merchandise falls 
within paragraph 498 and the protests are 
therefore sustained. 

Decisions of the collector reversed. 


Microscopic Glass Protest is Overruled 


A decision was handed down by the 
board overruling the protest of the 
Arthur H. Thomas Co., of Philadelphia, 
against the assessment of microscopic 
glasses. The protest was based on the 
assumption that such glassware should 
have been entered under paragraph 95 
as unpolished cylinder, anecrown and 
common window glass. The original ap- 
praisement under paragraph 85 was up- 
held, the board ruling that the merchan- 
dise was in reality manufactures of 
glass and as such dutiable under para- 
graph 85. 





Chemical and Fertilizer Rate Changes 
Approved 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 

The commission bas approved the petition 
of F. W. Gomph, carriers’ agent, for filing 
schedule providing for the cancellation of 
specific joint through rates on sulphuric acid, 
in tank cars furnished by shippers, from Los 
Angeles, Cal., and other points to Tonopah 
and Goldfield, Nev., routed via Owenyo, Cal., 
Mina, Nev., and Tonopah & Goldfield Railroad 
Co., as shown in the application. 

The commission has approved application 
submitted by the Pennsylvania Railroad East- 
ern Lines for filing increased rates on nitrate 
of soda, in carloads, from New York, Phila- 
delphia and Baitimore and related points to 
Pittsburgh, Buffalo, Erie and intermediate 
and related destinations, as set forth in the 
application. 

J. H. Glenn, carriers’ agent, has petitioned 
the commission and obtained its approval 
for filing schedules providing for the cancel- 
lation of specific commodity rates as applied 
to interstate domestic traffic, on ores, pyrites, 
chalk and various other commodities from 
New Orleans and certain other Southern ports 
to various destinations set forth in the ap- 
plication. 

The commission has approved the petition 
of carriers for filing schedule providing for 
cancellation of commodity rates on mineral 
water, less than carload, from Carson City, 
Nev., to Tonopah and Goldfield, in connection 
with interested non-Federal controlled carriers 
as specified in the application and exhibits 
filed therewith, 

Applications have been submited to the com- 
mission by J. H. Glenn, carriers’ agent, advo- 
cating revision of rates on fertilizer and ferti- 
lizer material for transportation from Virginia 
cities and related points to Southern destina- 
tions; also revision in the export rates on cot- 
tonseed products from South Carolina points 
to South Atlantic and Virginia ports, for ex- 
port. 

The Missouri Pacific R. R. has petitioned the 
commission to provide for a minimum weight 
of 40,000 pounds, where less, on cottonseed 
meal and cake (straight or mixed) or mixed 
with cottonseed hulls, to, from or between 
points in Western Freight Traffic Committee 
territory.

For one thing, 
it cannot be known yet whether credits 
will be guaranteed sufficiently to en- 
able large buying of South American 
products. There is no doubt that all 
European countries need the seed; 
Calcutta cannot ship all that will be 
required, and Russia, once a generous 
exporter of flaxseed, will not figure in 
that way this year. Europe needs, but 
it is not known yet whether Europe 
can pay, so the American consumer 
of flaxseed cannot tell yet how this 
competition will affect the price that 


he must pay. 


MINNEAPOLIS 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 5, 1919. 

There is less tension in the domestic 
flaxseed market now though the buyers 
continue to pay stiff premiums over the 
futures for spot offerings. There is a 
very good demand for anything that is 
offered. The fact that unloading of Ar- 
gentine seed at New York was possible 
seems to be the cause of the easier feel- 
ing. Advices received yesterday said 
that a number of boats were being un- 
loaded and that some of the seed would 
be in transit immediately. As long as 
prospects were poor for getting the Ar- 
gentine seed competition for domestic, 
offerings was very strong. Crushers had 
dil contracts to fill and in the filling of 
these contracts they depended some on 

arrival of Argentine seed. 

The demand for seed to arrive is strong 
and offerings are very light. One buyer was 
able to get two 1,000 bushel lots to ar- 
rive to-day, the best to arrive purchases

that recently arrived at New York has 
reached Toledo and some is in transit by 
rail to Minneapolis. An attempt will be 
made to get as large a supply as possible 
over the lakes before the close of navi- 
gation. Some of the seed is destined for 
Chicago. By next week it is expected 
that some of the supply in transit will 
be arriving here. 

During the past week considerable 
Japanese seed arrived in the local mar- 
ket. So far as is known none of it went 
to a crusher and the cars are being un- 
loaded at an elevator. The quality of 
the seed is poor, testing about 30 per cent. 
oil. A crusher bought Manchurian seed 
and it is claimed that he refused to take 
the Japanese seed on the contract. The 
amount received totals about 50,000 
bushels. 

Outside crushers are still in the mar- 
ket for supplies, but in the past few 
days they have not been as prominent in 
the bidding and no doubt some of them 
are depending on Argentine seed they 
have purchased. Buyers for these out- 
side crushers put the market up to 20c. 
over the October for a few days, but 
to-day the best they would bid was 16c. 
over the November. Local crushers paid 
as high as 18c. over November, but as 
soon as outside competition began to ease 
up, local bids dropped sharply. To-day 
the local crushers were paying 10@15c. 
over November for spot and 5@10c. over 
for arrive. There has been a sharp de- 
mand for seed in transit with bids the 
same as for spot. For the past two days 
it - been harder to sell this transit 
seed, 

The situation is still unfavorable for 
the importation of Canadian seed and 
with Argentine seed arriving more freely 
it is doubtful whether local crushers will 
attempt to put prices where they will 
attract Canadian shipments. Canadian 
seed this year has no special qualifica- 
tions. 

Duluth buyers are bidding stronger for 
seed to arrive. To-day they were paying 
10c. over the Duluth future. The reason 
for bidding such a premium is hard to 
ascertain and the strength is laid to 
the efforts of eastern crushers to get sup- 
plies down the lakes before the close of 
navigation. 





DULUTH 


DULUTH, Minn., Nov. 5, 1919. 


A combination of circumstances con- 
tinued to hold up the flax prices here, 
despite the fact that Argentine seed is 
pouring into the country and more is on 
the way. 

Right now the fact that there is an 
embargo on cars except for wheat move- 
ment, and none too many for that, is, 
perhaps, the chief pillar of strength, for 
with no flax permitted to come west, and 
very little arriving from the northwest, 
the supply is limited, and the Minne- 
apolis mills are paying a premium for 
all the seed they can get hold of, to 
fill orders for oil. The arrivals of seed 
here are about one or two cars a day, 
and the receipts at Minneapolis are not 
much heavier, even though a premium 
is being paid. 

Farmers are still bullish and are hang- 
ing onto their seed. When they do let 
go, they hedge by buying an equal 
amount. This, too, of course, helps keep 
the price up. 

The arrivals of seed from the Argentine 
are heavy, and it is claimed that about 
2,000,000 bushels more are now afloat, 
on their way to New York.

Drug Testing and Standardizing Re- 


quires Experiments With Animals 
Says Government Official Op- 
posing Anti-Vivisection Bill 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 
Good people of Washington are hav- 
ing a lot of excitement over the_propo- 


sition to forbid vivisection in the District 
of Columbia, as proposed in a Dill in- 
troduced by Senator Myers of Montana. 
The measure is the subject of hearings 
before the Senate Judiciary Sub-Com- 
mittee. Dr. Carl L. Alsberg, chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, Department of 
Agriculture, told the committee that it 
would be impossible to enforce the pure 
food law if experimentation on animals 
were prohibited, and that dog vivisection 
is necessary in this connection. Said 
Dr. Alsberg :-— 

“We are required by law to perform 
animal experimentation. Some of the 
drugs must be tested and standardized 
and the only way to do this is to test 
them on animals. We have no chemical 
method to arrive at those standards. So 
far as food is concerned, we are called 
upon constantly to determine whether 
certain articles are deleterious or whether 
they are adulterated in the meaning of 
the law. I know of no other way than 
animal experimentation to reach such 
determination. If such a law as this is 
enacted it would be impossible to carry 
out the food and drug act.”

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS 


The crude coconut, soya and peanut 
oil markets were generally steady in 
the week, a strong tone manifest at 
the close, especially in Oriental peanut 
oil, which was held for 23c. per pound, 
bidding at 22%c. Copra, Java, sun 
dried, was quoted for November-De- 
cember shipment at 10c. per pound, 
ce. i. f. New York. Coconut oil of im- 
ported origin is more attractive in 
price than the domestic product, due to 
the prices asked for copra landed in 
this locality. Fish and animal oils 
were quiet; some strength manifested 
in animal oils. Tallow was unsettled 
in the week, quiet conditions operat- 
ing; 17c. was asked for city specials; 
edible was quoted at 18@18%%éc. 

CHINA WOOD OTIL.—China wood 
oil held firm this week with a fair bulk 
of importations to steady the supply. 
Many consumers have been buying 
from hand to mouth, but hopes are en- 
tertained that they will soon see a 
large enough supply in sight to make 


bulkier orders. Prices remain un- 
changed. 

COCONUT OIL.—The market has 
held fairly firm. Demand for both 


crude and refined grades continues to 
be large. The strong position of silver 
money in the Orient has meant that it 
is necessary for United States buyers 
and others to pay higher prices for oil. 
The shortness in crops of some com- 
peting oils has been a bullish factor, 


and it is expected to continue in the 
impending weeks. “Due to the tre- 
mendously high rate of exchange in 


Oriental money standards we can look 
for continued high prices, as it is al- 
most impossible in present American oil 
market to do any business for ship- 
ment, except possibly with Spain. 
Buyers of peanut, tea, drying oils and 
vegetable and animal tallows are af- 
fected. 

“Oils eoming from China are in- 
volved, and if the present rate of ex- 
change keeps up it is hard to tell what 
will be paid for oils, as few manu- 
facturers are bought up for their 
spring requirements,” said a handler of 
oils several days ago. Java oil, 3 per 
cent. fatty acids, was quoted for No- 
vember-December shipment at 1814c. in 
barrels, New York. Five per cent. acid 
oil was quoted at 18%4c. per pound. A 
slight surplus in some crushing mills 
in Java was reported. 

COPRA.—The copra market is con- 
tinuing firm, the high prices causing 
concern to buyers here. “At the pres- 
ent price asked for deliveries of copra 
here it does not pay crushers to 
crush oil, as oil from Java and other 
places is in a position to be sold for a 
lower price,” said a dealer in vegetable 
oils here. This dealer is offering a 3 
per cent. oil for December shipment 
from Java at 18%c. per pound. Three 
thousand tons of Java sun dried copra 
for December shipment were offered at 
10%c. per pound, f. 0. b. Southern city, 
and at 10c. per pound, New York. 
Stocks are reported to be light by a 
number of factors in the trade here, 
but the offerings of quantities as in- 
dicated above would seem to presage 
better supplies.

The settlement of difficul- 
ties with labor on the local waterfront 
has resulted in the moving out of 
freight—a pleasing consummation for 
traders who have been suffering from 
the effects of the strike for about a 
month. Oil in barrels was quoted at 
22c. per pound, New York. 

OLIVE OIL.—The olive oil market is 
retaining its strength, and demand is 
of the usual routine kind. Bans by 
Spain on exports are expected to be 
lifted by the beginning of the year; 
at present shipments from Spain are 
possible under permits issued in Spain 
in July and before, when the ban was 
not operative. It was explained the 
other day that oil of Italian origin, 
containing an admixture of Tunis and 
other oils, is being shipped to the 
United States at this time; prices asked 
are about 75c. per gallon higher than 
asked for edible Spanish oil. Spanish 
oil is quoted at $2.90@3.40 per gallon, 
price varying due to quality; con- 
tainers are barrels. Italian blended oil 
is packed in one-gallon tins. Edible 
Spanish oil, packed in five-gallon tins, 
was offered at $3.50@3.70 per gallon, 
New York. A good quality of Tortosa 
oil, blended with another olive oil, is 
quoted in one-gallon tins at $4.25 per 
gallon, prepaid buyers city; this prod- 
uct advanced about 25c. per gallon 
since recent quotation. 


PALM OIL.—The palm oil market 
has been steady, stocks fair. Demand 
from soapmakers for soap oils is not 
heavy. The longshoremen’s strike de- 
layed arrivals of oils foratime. Lagos 
oil for shipment was quoted at 17%c. 
per pound, New York; Niger, 16%c. 

PEANUT OIL.—The local peanut oil 
market has been ruling steady in the 
week.

PERILLA OIL.—Good demand for 
this oil characterized the week’s ac- 
tivities, the market being firm. Sales 
of perilla oil in barrels at New York 
were made at 24c. per pound. Oil in 
sellers’ tanks was quoted at 22c. per 
pound, Pacific coast city. The upward 
trend in Oriental money has made fu- 
ture deliveries of vegetable oils at high- 
er than prices now obtained for goods 
on spot. 

POPPYSEED OIL.—A fair demand 
for poppyseed oil was noted in the 
week. Stocks were reported to be 
light by a local handler some days 
ago. The market has been firm, due 
principally to the scanty stocks. Do- 
mestic-crushed oil was quoted at $3 
per gallon, New York. 

RAPESEED OIL.—F air demand 
marked the rapeseed oil situation, oil 
continuing its steady trend.

SESAME OIL.—The market has been 
ruling firm, and with an upward trend 
apparent, due to the higher quotations 
asked on future delivery from primary 
markets abroad.

SOYA BEAN OIL.—The market has 
been ruling fairly steady, but the big 
business noted some weeks ago has 
not been in evidence.

HULL OIL MARKET 


HULL, England, Oct. 20, 1919 

Signs are not wanting of a stabilization of 
prices of linseed oil, and this at a much lower 
level than the prices which ruled in the 
United Kingdom market for some months after 
the removal of government control The 
tumble down in prices from 130s. per cwt. for 
raw ex-mill did not stop until as low as 74s. 
was touched, the continued drop in the tatter 
stages being due to heavy resales of conti- 
nental oil. Much of this oil, it is said, was 
that originally sold to the Germans at Spa 
in the spring at 75@7ts. per cwt., but deliv- 
ery of avhich had not been taken. Instead 
about half of the 25,000 tons was unloaded 
and sold by the Germans at a substantial 
profit, the balance of their requirements being 
met by purchases of soya bean oil at lower 
prices. The market in Holland was likewise 
adversely affected, linseed oil at Amsterdam 
selling at a less price than even at tlull. 

Of late, however, the English market has 
rallied and at one tir early in th» present 
month up to 90s. was paid at tiull on a 
spurt of buying and the improved tone in the 
seed market. Since then it has fluctuated 
somewhere between that figure and S2s., sales 
to industrial buyers this week taking place 
around 84s. and 85s. 

The requirements of the vonsuming trades 
are growing as the result of increased pro- 
duction of paints, varnishes, linoleum, soap, 
etc., but the inclination has been to purchase 
only for immediate needs and not venture too 
far in anticipating the future. Both present 
supplies and ahead are good, the imports of 
linseed having been on a large seale. Up to 
the end of September 2,121,665 quarters had 












arrived in the United Kingdom, of which 
720,282 quarters were from the Argentine. 





September was an unusually heavy month, 
the imports exceeding half a million quarters. 

As illustrating the high prices paid for lin- 
seed it may be said that the average value 
per ton of 2,240 pounds delivered terins 
United Kingdom ports in September was 
£43 6s.; that from India having an average 
cost of £48 per ton and that from Argentina 
£38 10s. per ton. Even with the cake product 
selling at £25 per ton it will be seen that 
current values of oil do not indicate more 
than the intrinsic value. 

It is quite likely that the United Kingdom 
will receive three million quarters by the end 
of the year, which should give a production of 
oil of over 180,000 tons for the year Irrespec- 
tive of the very large stocks which were 
held at the beginning of the twelve months 
occupying all the tank space at the mills. In 
view of the present position of good supplics 
erushers are proceeding cautiously in fixing 
requirements of the new plate crop. In the 
nine months ending September, 51,600 tons of 
linseed oil had been exported abroad from 
the United Kingdom, and 9,180 tons of rape- 
seed oil. At the same time 322 tons linseed 
oil and 4,483 tons rapeseed oil were imported 

Cotton oil is more plentiful in consequence 
of large arrivals of cottonseed from India 
and prices have suffered something in_ the 
nature of a relapse Imports of soya bean 
oil have been resumed, also the production of 
oil from imported soya beans, but the market 
for these has been neglected, linseed oil prov- 
ing the cheaper. Altogether the position of 
the seed crushing of the United Kingdom is 
good, the mills now being fully occupied. The 
difficulty is to get proper railway transport, 
crushers complaining of great arrears of de- 
livery and of store space blocked with cattle 
cake to such an extent that unless deliveries 
are expedited many mills will have to stop 
production very soon. 

A feature of the import returns is the greatly 
increased imports of turpentine, which for 
the nine months January-September amounted 
to 383,424 cwts. against only 38,361 cwts. in 
the same period of last year. In view of the 
high market prices on this side it is inter- 
esting to note that the average cost delivered 
at port on this side during September was 
85s. 6d. per cwt. If we may judge by the 
expansion of exports the overseas trade in 
painters’ colors, etc., is reviving, the values 
of the exports January-September being re- 
turned at nearly three and a half million 
sterling, as against only just over a million 
sterling in the same period of last year

Oil Viscosities “Studied by Bureau 
of Standards—lIssues Blending 
Charts Prepared From Tests 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 
Suggestions for use in the blending of 
different oils to obtain a known viscosity 
is presented by the Bureau of Standards 
as a result of tests recently made along 
that line. Officials of the bureau say :— 
The problem often arises of how to get a 





ij blend of definite visvosity from two 
ae of Known viscosities. To avoid the labor 
which necessarily accompanies “‘cut-and-dry 
methods it is desir :ble to have tables or dia- 
grams for obtaining the viscosity of a blend 
of two oils in a™y proportions. Such a dia- 
gram has been constructed, and agrees well 
both with formulae and experiments, and it 
has viscosities e«xmressed in seconds as deter- 
mined by the Siybolt viscosimeter. It is be- 


lieved that previous blending charts have been 
expressed either in units whicn are inconve- 
nient for the American oil refiner or are not 
based upon formulae, and are therefore not 
readily extended beyond the range of experi- 
ments. 


OIL FROM GRAPE SEEDS 


Substitute for Olive and Cottonseed 
Oils Obtained By Research of 
Bureau of Plant Industry 


Oil from grape seeds may become a 
rival of olive and cottonseed oils, ac- 
cording to Dr. J. H. Shrader of the 
Bureau of Plant Industry, Department 
of Agriculture. In a paper read before 
the Division of Industrial Chemists and 
Engineers of the American Chemical 
Society, Dr. Shrader pointed out that 
grape seeds have always been a waste 
product of the vineyards. The new oil 
is said to be nutritious and can be used 
for cooking and salad dressings. 

He presented an estimate for the neces- 
sary plant to be erected at the grape 
pressing centers. Owing to the_short- 
ness of the season, September to Novem- 
ber, the plant suggested is only large 
enough to dry and press the seeds dur- 
ing the winter months. According to 
Dr. Shrader, $24 per ton will cover 
charges of all description, including all 
overhead and management charges but 
excepting property rental and _ interest 
charges of real estate investment. 

Efficiency of the oil plants can be in- 
creased, according to the Government 
expert, by extracting oil also from to-

TREASURY DECISIONS 


Toilet and Medicinal Articles Affected 
By Excise Tax 


Regulations relating to excise taxes on 
toilet and medicinal articles are amended 
in Treasury Decision 2,942, just handed 
down by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, which reads as follows: 

Article 20 of Regulations 51 is hereby 
amended to read as follows:— 

Article 20. Collection of Tax.—(a) Except as 
provided in paragraph (b), the tax shall be 
collected by the affixing by the vendor of the 
requisite stamps to the article sold, the vendor 
being reimbursed by the purchaser for the cost 
of the stamp, in which case no return by the 
dealer of the taxes collected is required. 

(b) Where by reason of the form in which 
an article subject to the tax is sold or for 
other satisfactory reason the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue shall, upon application, 
deem is expedient, the tax may be collected 
by the payment of the same to the vendor by 
the purchaser at the time of the sale, the 
taxes so collected being returned and paid to 
the United States by such vendor in the man- 
ner provided in section 502.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919.

been exported to Europe annually for a 
number of years.

United States Geological Survey, the to- 
tal quantity of phosphate marketed in 
this country in 1918 was slightly under 
2,500,000 long tons, having a value of 
more than Ss 000,000; over twice as 
much as was produced in all other parts 
of the world combined during that year. 
Florida alone produced over 2,000,000 
tons with a value of about $6,000,000. 
Tennessee was also a big producer.

Commended by Foresters Upon 
Economic Grounds — Many

wood distillation—to obtain wood alco- 
hol, acetate of lime and charcoal—ac- 


cording to a report made public here at 
the offices of the National Lumber Man- 
ufacturers’ Association. The association 
statement says that between 10 and 11 
million gallons of wood alcohol are pro- 
duced in this country each year. Its 
greatest consumption is by the paint and 
varnish industry in which about 385 to 
50 per cent. is utilized and also by the 
aniline dye industry. 

Maple, birch and beech are considered 
the most desirable for distillation pur- 
poses although hickory and oak are of 
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almost equal value. Up to 1900 wood 
distillation was almost wholly central- 
ized in the State of New York, but it is 
now also an important industry in Penn- 
sylvania, Michigan and Wisconsin. Sev- 
eral of the wood distillation companies 
in New York and Pennsylvania own 
tracts as large as 60,000 acres each. 
Nelson C. Brown, professor of forestry 
in the New York State College of For- 
estry at Syracuse, says in is recent 
book on forest products that the indus- 
tries mentioned are practising one of the 
best forms of forestry, because they util- 
ize the products of the forest most com- 


pletely, stimulate its maximum growth, 
and so far as possible eliminate forest 
fires. 


EXPLOSIVES CONTROL 


Secretary Lane Asks House to Take 
Action to Regulate — Would 


Create Testing Laboratory 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 


Renewing his efforts to obtain legisla- 
tion for the control of explosives, Sec- 
retary of the Interior Lane has written 
to Speaker Gillett of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, who has referred the rec- 
ommendation to the House Committee on 
Mines and Mining of which Representa- 
tive Garland of Pennsylvania is chair- 
man. Mr. Lane suggested the desirabil- 


ity of legislation in view of the disturbed 
conditions in the country. He advocated 
amendment of the war-time explosive 
control law and extension of its enforce- 
ment for the balance of this fiscal year 
ending June 30 next, together with an 
appropriation of $160,000 to carry the 
provisions of the proposed amended act 
into effect. 

One of the amendments would have 
explosive inspectors appointed under the 
Civil Service Commission and would pro- 
vide for a chief inspector at $5,000 a 
year salary. The penalties prescribed in 
the act are fine increased from $5,000 
to $10,000 and imprisonment from one 
to ten years. Under another amend- 
ment the director of the Bureau of 
Mines would be authorized and directed 
to create and maintain in Washington a 
laboratory for testing, investigation and 
examination of explosives, infernal ma- 
chines and other devices designed for 
use with malicious intent. 

Secretary Lane’s recommendation is 
similar to one he submitted as long ago 
as last July, which Congress and its 
committees have never seen fit to take 
up for action. Hence, the prospects of 
the secretary's latest recommendation 
being carried out are not deemed ideal. 


Sulphite Acid From Stack Gases of 
Smelters Recommended by For- 
est Products Laboratory 


Manufacture of sulphite acid from li- 
quid sulphur dioxide obtained from stock 
gases of smelters has been recommended 
to paper makers by the Forest Products 
Laboratory at Madison, Wisconsin. Hav- 
ing many advantages over sulphur for 
production of this acid, the only draw- 
back is the long haul between smelters 
and pulp-making centers. Where pos- 
sible to be used, a saving in cost is ac- 
crued. Further, the entire process of 
phite acid production is rendered easier 
the greater flexibility in manufacture. 
When so produced, the product is free 
from all foreign material except for an 
occasional trace of moisture. 

Primary cost of raw material, f. o. b. 
the smelter, is estimated to be consider- 
ably less than the cost of an equivalent 
amount of sulphur. The net saving is 
predicated on the distance from smelter 
to pulp factory. Where freight charges 
permit, the laboratory advises utiliza- 
tion of this waste product of the smelt- 
ing industry.

T. D. 2,940 Gives Instructions for 
Procedure To Obtain Permits 
and Regulations Under 
Prohibition Act 


WASHINGTON, October 30, 1919. 


Instructions relative to procedure in 
securing permits and giving bonds for 
sale and use of distilled spirits and wines 
for other than beverage purposes, includ- 
ing wines for sacramental purposes, are 
set forth in Treasury Decision 2,940, 
handed down to-day by the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue. Prescribed forms 
of applications for permits, affidavits, 
ete., to be filled in and filed with the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, are included, 
together with a detailed statement of the 
regulations which must be observed in 
compliance with the National Prohibi- 
tion Act, approved October 28, 1919.

Small 
buyers were not in market to any ex- 
tent, a routine business of small pro- 
portions having gone in this direction. 
On the other hand, large consumers 
took comparatively heavy parcels out 
of the market with the result that the 
sensitive position of many crudes 
prought out market advances in price. 

Prominent among the materials ad- 

yanced were lupulin, lycopodium, ipe- 
cac, senega, and aletris roots, St. Ig- 
natius beans, lobelia and stramonium. 
Demand for all of these botanicals was 
good and stocks were severely reduced 
by the close of the period. In fact, the 
outstanding feature of the market was 
the fact that primary markets have 
comparatively small stocks and many 
materials will be available in starva- 
tim proportions during the coming 
year. 
Demand for all the expectorants has 
taken a sharp increase in volume. This 
js seasonal and entirely expected at 
this time. However, it comes to the 
market at a time when sellers all re- 
port difficulty in securing adequate re- 
placements at no matter what price. 
Elm bark served as a striking example. 
Orders to the primary market for 5,000 
pounds of selected bark in bundles 
have been filled by shipment of small 
lots totaling not more than 2,000 
pounds of the original order. Hence 
the price has been climbing steadily 
and the appearance of a large order is 
followed by another uplift in price. 
The primary market is closely in touch 
with the consuming market develop- 
ments and has followed the movements 
closely. 

Among the drugs and pharmaceuti- 
cal chemicals and leading development 
came in the sharp advance in manu- 
facturers’ prices on the bromide group. 
Advices came from Michigan to the 
effect that crude material had been 
advanced, Manufacturers promptly 
recorded this fact by a 10c. per pound 
advance throughout the group. This 
was in addition to the recent advance 
of lic. per pound applied to potassium 
bromide. Coumarin is in bad shape. 
Prompt delivery goods are said not to 
be had at less than $10 per pound 
against the contract price of $6.50. De- 
livery on futures cannot be had earlier 
than the first quarter of next year. 

The salicylate group was strong, ad- 
vancing 5c. per pound. In addition to 
the strong position of phenol and de- 
mand, one large producer is handi- 
capped as to deliveries by reason of a 
recent fire which destroyed a portion 
of the plant. However, many in the 
trade stated that the advance was not 
Warranted and considerable adverse 
comment was made. Some sellers were 
accused of loading the price while pro- 
duction costs remain stationary.

DRUGS AND PHARMACEUTI- 
CAL CHEMICALS 


ACETANILID.—Makers reported a 
strong market based on the heavy con- 
suming demand Raw material ad- 
vanced still farther, aniline oil being 
reported at 33c. per pound. Acetanilid 
was strong at 50c.@5lc. per pound. 

ALCOHOL.—AIll grades were in ac- 
tive request. Export of ethyl alcohol 
continued to be a feature, thus reduc- 
ing supplies available for the produc- 
tion of denatured material. Wood al- 
cohol advanced sharply. Production 
has not increased to any appreciable 
degree although some distilleries have 
been opened after a long period of idle- 
ness. Stocks of by-products are very 
large and this prevents a large distil- 
lation. Lower prices on these by-pro- 
ducts might aid in reduction of present 
holdings but holders are not inclined 
to take the losses involved. Large 
quantities of wood alcohol have been 
held up by the harbor strike but it is 
understood that unloading of the boats 
is now in progress. Prices at the close 
were: Ethyl, 188 proof, $4.74@$4.79; 
190 proof, $4.79@$$4.84; Methyl, 95 per 
cent, $1.40@$1.43; 97 per cent, $1.43@ 
$1.46; purified, $1.80@$1.83; denatured, 
188 proof; 60c.@64c.; 190 proof, 56c.@ 
60c. per gallon. Alcohol for export is 
in good demand from European points 
both north and south as well as from 
ports on the Mediterranean, with the 
single exception of France. At present 
ethyl alcohol, 190 proof, 95 per cent. by 
volume, is quoted 60c per gallon in 110 
zallon drums. 


ASPIRIN.—The material has been 
advanced by leading producers 5c. per 
pound to the new basis of 95c.@$1.10 
per pound. Demand is strong and in 
excess of supply at the moment. 

ANTIPYRENE.—Competition is less 
keen and makers have advanced the 
price to the inside position of $5.75 per 
pound. Some ask $6 per pound. Swiss 
goods are said to be somewhat less in 
evidence. 

BROMIDES. — Manufacturers ad- 
vanced quotations following an unlift 
in cost of crude material. The advance 
amounted to 10c. per pound, affecting 
all items. The new schedule is as fol- 


lows: Ammonium, 65c.@66c.; potas- 
sium, granular, 75c.@76c.; crystals, 
80c.@81e.; sodium, 60c.@6l1c.; stron- 


tium, 60c.@61c.; ethyl, $2.15 per pound. 
CAMPHOR MONOBROMATED. — 
Although demand shows no appreci- 
able increase, makers state that 
the present cost of raw material en- 
tirely justifies the recent advance to 
the present levl of $4.75@$5 _ per 
pound. A routine inquiry abounds. 
CITRIC ACID—Producers still name 
93c.@94c. per pound with second- 
hands quoting close to these figures. 
Advices received from Italy state that 
the Italian Government has officially 
fixed the price on citrate of line at 
L— 700 per 100 kilos for the com- 
ing season. This price is based on 
acidity of 64 per cent.

Berries 


Fish berries are down, as also are 
juniper berries. Cubebs hold steady at 
recently prevailing quotations, with 
demand superior to supply on spot. 

CUBEB.—No change came on the 
spot. Prices were maintained at full 
positions, ordinary berries being quot- 
ed at $1.35@1.40; XX, at $1.45@1.50, 
and powdered, $1.40@1.45 per pound. 
Shipments from the primary market 
are small, allowing importers no 
chance to acquire stock free from con- 
tract requirements. 

FISH.—It is now possible to buy 
supplies of this material at 30c. per 
pound at a nearby point, while on the 
spot sellers are asking 35c. per pound. 
Stocks are liberal at the moment and 
considerable selling pressure is evi- 
dent as the result of competition. 

JUNIPER.—Owing to receipt of con- 
siderable replacement supplies pur- 
chased abroad at prices which present 
exchange rates made attractive. At 
the close of the week, 8@9c. per pound 
was the inside quotation on spot, busi- 
ness having been done at that figure 
during the past week. 


Flowers. 


The group was steady as to price 
positions during the past week. De- 
mand for insect powder is greater than 
the ability of producers to meet. Ar- 
nica flowers are weaker owing to com- 
petition. Mullein held at the recently 
reduced price. 

ARNICA.—Importations of this ma- 
terial of late have been on a basis of 
increased volume of goods purchased at 
favorable prices abroad. Goods to ar- 
rive are also being quoted at prices 
which tend to force spot quotations 
down. At the close, the market shoked 
a decline of 1c. per pound to the basis 
of 36@37c. per pound. 

INSECT.—Powder is in demand far 
greater than is the ability of spot sell- 
ers to meet. According to one manu- 
facturer, he could sell readily 700 tons 
of this material if he could secure 
flowers sufficient to caver the require- 
ment. Practically all the offerings on 
spot are made from Japanese flowers. 
It is of interest to note that London is 
again offering Dalmatian flowers, the 
price being 54%c. per pound, based on 
present exchange. Powder closed firm 
at 70@75c. per pound. 


MULLEIN.—At the recent decline, 
the material apparently has hardened. 
Consumers have shown increased in- 
terest owing to the more favorable 
figure and the feeling on spot is firmer 
toward the end of the week. At the 
close, $1.40@1.45 per pound was gen- 
erally quoted. 

ORANGE.—Small stocks and ’ little 
offerings from primary markets make 
the spot price of $2 per pound very 
firm, During the past year, Francé had 
a fair crop which for the most part 
went to waste owing to inability of 
the growers to secure sufficient help 
to gather the same. Transportation is 
also a feature of the hardships expe-

SAFFRON.—Spain has cabled that 
her market on this material is very 
firm and well sustained at the present 
time. Shipments are small to the spot 
and prices are such abroad as to make 
more or less certain the fact that spot 
figures will at least be maintained and 
probably will be somewhat higher. The 
closing price was $14@15 per pound 
as to quantity. 


Herbs and Leaves. 


Buchi leaves are offered at somewhat 
lower prices. Jaborandi is also quoted 
considerably under recently prevailing 
prices. Marjoram is not available on 
spot, but shipments are held in the 
harbor which are being sold subject to 
passing. 

ACONITE.—Stocks are nominal at 
the moment, prices on that basis being 
60@70c. per pound for such small lots 
as might exist. Generally speaking, 
there is nothing available at this time 
although it is understood that there are 
offers appearing from abroad. 

BUCHU.—The inside quotation on 
spot is now $2.25 per pound with up to 
$2.50 per pound asked according to 
quantity. Stocks are in better shape 
and offerings more widely spread. It 
is stated that there are available sev- 
eral parcels held up by the strike, but 
now about to be examined by the Gov- 
ernment. 

BELLADONNA.—The closing quota- 
tion was 28@35c. per pound, sellers 
stating in several cases that they have 
sold no goods at less than the outside 
price. However, the market is weak 
and foreign goods are being steadily 
offered at prices attractive to the 
buyers. 

DEER TONGUE.—Sellers state that 
demand is routine at the moment, 
stocks being adequate and prices rest- 
ing easily on the basis of 12@14c. per 
pound. A good gathering is said to 
have resulted in assuring a fair stock 
against the needs of the season. 

JABORANDI.—One seller on the spot 
is offering the material on the basis 
of 75@80c. per pound according to 
quantity.

Fair 
quality goods alone appear to be avail- 
able, and many sellers claim that the 
offerings consist mainly of “just sage,” 
the quality being unexpressed. Prices 
at the close of the week were noted 
at 1142@12c. per pound as concerns the 
Greek goods. Spanish offerings held 
unchanged at 8@9c. per pound. 

SEN NA.—Tinnevelly senna has been 
advanced to 1l6ec. per pound inside, and 
up to 5c. per pound is asked, accord- 
ing to quality. The situation is very 
strong as spot stocks all represent 
high values, prices have advanced in 
the primary market during the period 
since last purchases were made. Prices 
were as follows at the close: Alexand- 
rian, whole leaf, $1@1.10; half leaf, 75 
@85c.; siftings, 28@30c.; Tinnevelly, 16 
@25c.; powdered, 18@20c.; pods, 9@ 
10c. per pound.

ARABIC.—Demand from the candy 
manufacturers shows a steady increase, 
according to sellers of gum arabic. 
However, stocks of cleaned sorts are 
large and wellin hand. The price holds 
firm at 16@17c. per pound. White gum 
was noted at 30@32c., while firsts stood 


steady at 33@36c. per pound, 
ASAFOETIDA. — Lump offerings 
were lower at $3.50@3.75 per pound, 


owing to the presence of a fair stock 
rather widely distributed among vari- 
ous sellers. Powdered variety held at 
$5 per pound minimum. Demand is 
routine at the moment. 

CAMPHOR.—Sellers report the mar- 
ket quiet with little buying at the mo- 
ment. 

A leading factor during the period 
Was the appearance of many “wild 
cat” offers of Chinese crude, offers 
coming principally from houses on the 
Pacific coast. Most, if not all, are not 
firm, but subject to confirmation. For 
example, a leading importer stated 
that he had received over the tele- 
phone an offer of 150 tons of crude 
at $2 per ton, c. i. f., New York. It 
was not firm and the importer refused 


‘to entertain the offering, knowing that 


the China market stands well above 
this price at present. He intimated 
that if any such price could be done 
in China, he would get out of camphor 
as quickly as possible. 

It cannot be denied that the Jap- 
anese have been driving the China 
market down as much as possible. A 
short time ago, they succeeded in 
forcing reduction to $2 per pound. 
That time is past. Recently the Jap- 
anese houses in China paid $2.40 per 
pound for 10 tons of crude, 


The ‘price paid by Japanese close 
to the Monopoly Bureau is of interest 
when compared with the price fixed 


by the Monopoly Bureau. This is 375 
shillings which figures out at 92c. per 


pound. The Japanese are now usually 
willing to pay a premium of $1.48 
per pound if sufficient quantity of 


goods can be obtained without that 
necessity. The fact remains that they 
have and are doing just that. 

Future shipment prices are strong. 
Cables received from Japan quote $3.80 
per pound in bond, March-April ship- 
ment. Sales are also said to have been 
made in London at 18s. 6d., equal to 
$3.88144 per pound at present exchange. 

At the close, spot goods were priced 
$3.55 per pound duty paid, Domestic 
manufacturers quoted $3.30 per pound 
on the limited deliveries possible to 
them at this time.

India state positively that the Rungeen 
and Koosmic crops are at least partial 
failures. The Koosmic crop is the sec- 
ond largest in Irdia and normally 
reaches 80,000 packages. This year it 
is said that it will not exceed 40,000 
at the outside. The Rungeen crop fail- 
ure—if failed it has—is important, as 
it is what is known as a seed-crop. 

Some large business has been done 
in the Calcutta market despite the un- 
certain condition attending purchase at 
this time. Some 3,000 packages have 
been bought and, according to impor- 
ters here, already sold. In fact, pur- 
chase without the protection of sale 
already consummated is not being free- 
ly indulged in by domestic importers. 

The chances for sharp loss in the 
distant positions is considered too 
great to permit speculation. An offer 
of 1,000 packages was received on spot 
by cable, and although the trade gen- 
erally was a unit in stating that the 
offering was not taken up, one conser- 
vative and well informed factor stated 
that without question it had been 
bought, although he was not the pur- 
chaser. The price was $1.07 per pound, 
and delivery here can not be effected 
before February. As contrasted with 
this, $1.05 per pound was paid for goods 
within two weeks of landing. It was 
also sold immediately, according to the 
buyer. 

Spot business was good. Consumers 
seem unable to secure sufficient goods, 
and importers could easily triple their 
business in some instances if produc- 
tion at the plants could be stimulated.

SYNTHETIC CAMHPOR 


Process, Improved by Research, Work 
of French Scientists—Ameri- 
cans Experiment With 
Substitute Material 


Synthetic camphor. production has 
taken a step forward, according to ad- 
vices received from Paris, France. High 
prices for the natural product have stim- 
ulated chemists to research in the field 
of synthetic production. Three scientists, 
L. Darrasse, E. Darrasse and L. Dupont, 
have been closely identified with the 
movement. 

Having already a process by which 
synthesis is assured, the scientists have 
been working on improvement of the 
method. This research has crystallized 
in a patent recently issued by the French 
patent office, No. 5,567, dated April 25, 
and styled “Improvement of the manu- 
facture of synthetic camphor and the 
turpentine derivitives.” 

Germany already has made consider- 
able progress in this field and in addi- 
tion to domestic consumption exported 
a considerable quantity prior to the war. 
Synthetic camphor also has been pro- 
duced in the United States, but in both 
Germany and the United States the high 
cost of manufacture has made competi- 
tion impossible with the natural variety. 
It is understood at the present time, a 
large celluloid manufacturer in_ the 
United States is experimenting with a 
substitute material. Celluloid goods 
based on the substitute material are said 
to be on the market, but beyond this the 
manufacturer has said nothing.

It is stated, however, — by 
prominent producers that the prices 
which they are quoting are well main- 
tained and that they are not offering 
any concessions on the quiet condition 
of the market. In fact, quite the re- 
yerse seems to be the case. ‘The prices 
named are being advanced in some of 
the items steadily, and in only a few 
of the strictly seasonal materials has 
there been anything like a weak under- 
tone during the week. Blue vitriol 
and the various insecticide chemicals 
are all that are offered at concessions, 
and the producers are not letting these 
fall to their usual levels during the 
winter slump in trading. On the bulk 
of the important items there have been 
no important price changes during the 
week, and trading, while very light, has 
apparently been sufficient to maintain 
the levels reported a week ago. 

The export demand for the various 
materials on the list is again a fea- 
ture of the market. The large pro- 
ducers are now accepting orders from 
South America, and in the heavy chem- 
ical group there has been a large vol- 
ume of export business closed during 
the past week. The settlement of the 
harbor strike has had the effect of 
clearing out a large part of the ma- 
terial which had accumulated in the 
port during the strike, and at the close 
of the week there was no great diffi- 
culty experienced in getting export 
shipments moved. It is stated that 
during the tie-up there was a greater 
volume of most of the items on the 
list in the port than had ever been 
known at any previous date. Little 
of this, however, was diverted to the 
domestic consumers, and for the past 
three weeks the spot market has been 
practically bare of supplies of several 
mportant items which were being held 
in large volume for the export trade.

ALUM.—tThere has been a_ good 
steady demand for ammonia alum dur- 
ing the week and no prices lower than 
4c. per poundsfor the lump were heard 
in the market. Prices are very firm 
on the scarcity of the material in the 
spot market. The ground and powdered 
grades are quoted at the usual pre- 
miums. Potash alum was available on 
spot at 7%c. per pound during the 
week. A fairly active market is in 
progress. The chrome grades are fairly 
active and the material is available 
only thrrough the producers. These 
factors are now quoting on the basis 
of 15¢c. per pound for the chrome am- 
monia and 17c. per pound for the 
chrome potash grade. 

ALUMINA SULPHATE.—There has 
been a good demand during the past 
week for this material and supplies 
are rather low on spot. The export end 
of the business is good and producers 
state that they are doing a better than 
normal business with the foreign 
buyers. Sales on the basis of 2%c. per 
pound for the iron free and 1%4c. per 
pound for the commercial were re- 
ported in the spot market. 


ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—The de- 
mand is rather quieter than it was at 
the close of last week and prices are 
generally rather easier than they have 
been for the past month or more. No 
reductions have been named, however, 
and sales on the basis of 15c. per 
pound for the light and 8c. per pound 
for the heavy were reported during the 
week by prominent sellers. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—There is a strong 
call from the consumers for this mate- 
rial. Spot stocks are limited to a few 
drums, according to the reports of the 
producers. The strike in the steel in- 
dustry has tied up _ production and 
higher prices are the result of the 
scarcity of the material. Setter than 
7c. per pound for the 26-degree test 
could not be done during the week, and 
at the close the spot market stood 
somewhat higher than this, although 
the producers had not changed their 
views of the contract prices.

ANTIMONY.—A very firm tone has 
characterized the market for needle 
antimony during the week. The sup- 
ply available is hardly large enough 
for the demands of the refiners and at 
the close of the week a 9c. price was 
the exception. The oxide is steady at 
946c. per pound, but will advance along 
with the needle in the near future, ac- 
cording to the reports of those close to 
the situation. Sulphurated grades are 
very firm and scarce at recently pre- 
vailing levels. 

ARGOLS.—There has been a steady 
demand for argols during the week and 
the importers state that they are doing 
a good business at repeated prices on 
the basis of 10c. per pound minimum. 

ARSENIC.—There is a strong de- 
mand for white arsenic and at the 
close of the week there were no longer 
offers at 9%c. per pound. The best 
price late in the period was 10c. per 
pound and some factors quoted 10%@ 
lle., according to quantity and deliv- 
ery. Supplies are in the hands of the 
producers and there is practically no 
material in second hands. The red 
grade was hardly as strong as the 
white but stood firm at 25@27c. per 
pound during the week. 

3ARIUM PRODUCTS.—The demand 
for all of the barium products is rather 
in advance of the supplies offered by 
the producers and a very firm market 
is the result. Offerings of the chloride 
are restricted to one large factor and 
nothing better than $65 per ton for the 
off color or $80 per ton for the white 
crystals could have been done at the 
close of the week. The demand is also 
strong for the carbonate, and prices 
hold firm on the basis of $60 per ton.

LEAD ACETATE.—There has been 
no change in the quotations of the pro- 
ducers of this material since the re- 
port of a week ago. The demand is 
steady with a decidedly firm undertone 
muoted in the market. Producers are 
unchanged in their views of the value 
of the material and are still quoting 
on the basis of 14c. per pound for the 
white crystals. 

LEAD ARSENATE.—The market is 
very still and there is little interest in 





current offerings. Prices are still 
weak in spite of the recent declines 


and at the close there was little doubt 
that 12%4c. per pound could have been 
shaded on a large order for the paste 
grade of the material.

LIME ACETATE.—There has been 
the same steady small lot demand for 
this material during the past week 
which has characterized it during the 
past four months. Interest is limited 
to the acid makers and these factors 
are still taking their regular supplies 
on the basis wf $2 per cwt. 

LIME SULPHUR.—Lime sulphur 
solution is doing little at present. The 
demand is seasonal and business is 
probably normal for the present time 
of the year. Producers continue to 
quote on the basis of 17c. per gallon. 

MAGNESIUM CHLORIDE. — There 
has been no change in the market 
Since the last report. Supplies are 
able to take care of the demand and a 
steady market is in evidence at re- 
peated prices of $55 per ton. 


NICKEL OXIDE.—there is little in- 
terest in the offerings of the producers 
and the market looks very weak at 
repeated levels of 40c. per pound. 

NICKEL SALTS.—There has been a 
renewal of the demand for platers 
salts during the week and at the close 
better than 15c. per pound) could not 
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have been done on spot in the single 
salt. The double is offered at 13c, per 
pound in most directions. Agents of 
the producers state that they have 
never had such an active season as 
the present one. 

PHOSPHORUS.—One of the pro- 
ducers of phosphorus states that he 
has advanced his views of the market 
5c. on the pound in all grades. This 
advance was not a surprise, but it is 
rather surprising that the other leading 
factors in the market did not follow 
the lead of this producer. There were 
still offers of the red amorphous grade 
on the basis of 60c. per pound, while 
the yellow sticks could still be had at 
5c. per pound. The market, how- 
ever, looks very firm and advances by 
the other producers would not be un- 
expected. 


POTASH CHLORATE. — This 


ma- 
terial shows no change since the re- 
port of a week ago. There has been 


a good demand for export during the 
week and prices are generally firm at 
the levels noted a week ago. Pro- 
ducers were quoting 20c. per pound to 
the domestic trade although it is un- 
derstood that slightly lower levels were 
offered on South American business of 
a large nature which was in the mar- 
ket during the week. 

POTASH CARBONATE.—The situa- 
tion stands at the same point where it 
was at the close of last week. The 
market looks a shade easier on the 
reports of better supplies, but there is 
still no material to be had excepting 
from the one factor. Prices are held 
at 24c. per pound inside, but it is stated 
that there will be a break in the near 
future. So far not enough goods is 
offered to make the market look weak. 
Hydrated material is offered on the 
basis of 29c. per pound by leading 
factors who state that they are doing a 
good business at this price. 

POTASH CAUSTIC.—Little change 
has been noted in the market for this 
material during the past week. The 
producers are not able to offer any- 
thing prompt and spot prices are up 
as high as 35c. per pound for the 88@ 
92 per cent. grade of the material. 
Producers are still asking the same 
prices for their shipments and state 
that they can offer December goods 
on the basis of 28c. per pound for the 
88@92 per cent. and 22%c. per pound 
for the 70@75 per cent. grade.

ZINC SULPHATE.—There has been 
no change in the demand and little in- 
terest has been displayed during the 
week in the supplies offered.

ACIDS 


There has been a good demand for 
all of the mineral acids during the 
past week. Leading in interest was 
the return to favor of nitric which 
has been very quiet and weak all 
through the summer. It is stated that 
the consumers are in the market for 
fair lots of the material at present and 
that there has been a comparatively 
large volume of contract business con- 
cluded during the period with the 
regular customers of the acid. The 
market begins to look firmer and in 
some directions the producers have 
advanced their prices slightly on the 
better demand and stiffer position of 
supplies. Sulphuric is still very scarce 
on spot. Interest in this material has 
centered during the week on the fact 
that some of the large consumers have 
been in the market for contracts much 
larger than those generally taken by 
the trade. It is stated that contracts 
for 66-degree Baume acid were closed 
during the week on the basis of $18 
per ton. This is decidedly lower than 
the present spot price of the material. 
There is, however, a pronounced 
scarcity of spot goods and the spot 
price cannot for this reason be taken 
as an accurate index of the true value 
of the material. Muriatic is easier on 
the fact that some of the producers are 
now offering spot goods or early ship- 
ments and prices on all grades receded 
slightly during the week from the ab- 
normally high values which have pre- 
va.ied in the spot market for the past 
two weeks. 

The finer acids on the list are rather 
quiet. Oxalic atone of this group has 
moved freely during the week. There 
has been a good demand for the Amer- 
ican product in the absence of any of 
the foreign grades usually offered, and 
prices in the hands of the dealer are 
slightly higher than they were. In 
some instances, producers have also 
advanced their views of the market 
but there are still goods offered below 
the levels which these factors are will- 
ing to quote. Citric and tartaric have 
been stagnant during the week. The 
seasonal demand having passed the 
market has assumed its usual quiet 
state and there has been little active 
trading during the period. 

The export demand for acids has 
been good during the week and in- 
quiries from South American ,and 
European factors for supplies of sul- 
phuric and muriatic were reported in 
good volume. One inquiry for 1,000 
metric tons of 66-degree sulphuric has 
run the course of the market for 
nearly two weeks and up to the close

ACETIC.—The market for glacial 


acetic acid is easier than it has been 


for some tim back. There are larger 
supplies available and the demand 
g fallen off to some extent.

umored, but could not be confirmed 
z to the close. The other grades of 
the material are holding well at the 
levels named by the producers, and up 
to the close of the week no better than 
9%c. per pound could have been done 
on the 28 per cent. commercial grade 
of the material. The higher grades of 
commercial and redistilled acid were 
priced in proportion to the 28 per cent. 

BATTERY.—The shortage of sul- 
phuric acid has had the effect of still 
further firming up the prices on bat- 
tery acid during the week. There are 
still supplies of the material to be had 
on spot on the basis of 1c. per pound, 
but the bulk of the producers would 
not take less than 1144@1%c. per pound 
for their supplies of the material. 

BORIC.—There has been no change 
in the price of this material and sales 
are going through on the steady mar- 
ket at the old levels of 134%2@15c. per 
pound for all grades, according to 
package. 

BUTYRIC.—No change since the 
last report has taken place in the mar- 
ket for this material. The demand is 
steady, but large business is not re- 
ported in any direction. Prices are 
unchanged and are held on the basis 
of $1.45 per pound for the technical 
60 per cent. grade of the material. 


CAPHORIC.—The demand for this 
material is steady and prices are held 
well up to the levels reported at the 
time of the last report. The producers 
are in control of the market and are 
not offering supplies at less than $6 per 
pound in any direction.

HYDROCHLORIC.—There has been 
a good demand for chemically pure 
hydrochlorie acid during the week and 
makers have offered the material suc- 
cessfully at 8c. per pound. Supplies 
are rather light. 

HYDROFLUORIC.—There has been 
a air demand for this material 
throughout the period, and sales in 
good volume on contract over 1920 
were reported by prominent makers. 
The recent advance and continued firm 
position of fluorspar has made prices 
firmer than they would otherwise be, 
and nothing below the revised prices 
of the makers which stand on the basis 
of 8c. per pound for the 30 per cent. 
grade in barrels was reported during 
the trading period. 


LACTIC.—There has been no change 
in the producers’ quotations on this 
acid during the week. Business is of 
small proportions, and there is appar- 
ently little interest on the part of the 
consumers in the material. Sales on 
the basis of 5c. per pound for the 22 


per cent. grade were reported, and 
prices ranged from this figure up to 
$2.15 per pound, which prevailed on the 
ninth revision U. 8S. P. grade. 

MIXED.—There has been consider- 
able contract business during the week 
in mixed acids. Sales on the various 
specifications of the material were re- 
ported during the period and prices 
varied on the amount and character 
of the material. Sales were generally 
on the basis of 10c. per unit of bitric 
and 1c. per unit of sulphuric. 


MOLYBDIC.—There is a fair amount 
of business passing in this material 
and prices are well maintained on the 
strength of the demand. Leading pro- 
ducers were quoting at $7 per pound 
during the week, but there is still a 


large amount of the material in the 
market at $6.50 per cwt. 
MURIATIC.—The demand for this 


material is strong, but the spot situa- 
tion is considerably easier than it has 
been for the past three weeks or more.

Other grades are simi- 
larly easier with the exception of the 
22-degree test, which is still very hard 
to locate in the spot market. 

NITRIC.—The demand for nitric acid 
is improving slowly. During the week 
buyers took fair amounts of the 42- 
degree material and some of the avail- 
able supplies were also taken up in 
the form of mixed acids. The pro- 
ducers are in most instances not quot- 
ing lower than 7%c. per pound for the 
42-degree test, but there are still offers 
in the market as low as 7c. per pound 
through second hands. Business is 
better and the market looks cleaner 
than it has for some time back. 


OXALIC.—There is a good demand 
for this material from the textile mills 
and the low-priced material reported a 
short time ago is for the most part ex- 
hausted. There were offers at 24'%c. 
per pound during the week, but better 
than this was not reported. One factor 
is openly quoting at 27c. per pound, 
but there is little business being done 
at this figure. The Norwegian and 
Dutch grades are practically out of the 
market. 

PHOSPHORIC.—The demand is of 
fair proportions, but nothing like an 
active market has been in progress 
during the past week. Sales of the 50

per cent. grade were reported by lead- 
ing factors during the week on the 
basis of 24c. per pound. The 85 per 
cent. grade is offered by the makers 
at 34c. per pound. 

PYROGALLIC.—There has been no 
change in the quotations on this ma- 
terial during the past week. Prices 
are well maintained under a steady 
consuming demand from the photo- 
graphic trade. The resublimed mate- 
rial is held by the producers at $2.35 
per pound and the crystals at $2 per 
pound. 

SULPHURIC.—No change in the 
prices of sulphuric acid were reported 
in the spot market during the week. 
The producers are in some instances 
accepting 1920 business on the basis 
of $18 per ton for 66 acid. Spot goods, 
however, cannot be had at any such 
levels. The lowest price in the spot 
market at the close of the week was 
$22 per ton and only a small amount 
of the acid was available at any price. 
The export demand is taking up a large 
volume of goods and there is still an 
order from South American buyers in 
the market at the close of the week for 
1,000 metric tons of the material. No 
seller able to supply the material in 
the time allowed has been located. 

SULPHUROUS.—The demand for 
this acid is steady and the producers 
are a unit in reporting a’ very firm 
market and prices well maintained at 
the levels noted at the time of the last 
report. Sales at 34c. per pound rep- 
resent the inside of the producers’ 
views of the market. 


TANNIC.—There has been no change 
in the market for this acid during the 
past week and the producers report 
the same steady and rather heavy de- 
mand which has been in evidence for 
some time back. Prices are unchanged 
and the technical grade is still offered 
at 65@80c. per pound, according to 
grade with the U. S. P. firm at $1.35 
per pound in most directions. 

TARTARIC.—See Drug Market. 

TUNGSTEN.—Little interest is dis- 
played in the offers of this material 
which are being made in the market 
and the prices named are rather 
weaker than they were at the time of 
the last report.

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It is now evident that the American 
farmer must turn more to natural fer- 
tilizers in the coming season or else be 

ntent with smaller crops, for there 
oy definite shortage of commercial 
a tilizers. Producers are unable to 
cot all the demands of their custo- 


mers as to quantity because production 
and imports are far behind normal. 
During the war the lack of imports 
was to some extent compensated by 
intensification of home production, but 
such is not the case now. Labor short- 
age and labor unrest and insufficiency 


‘iroad rolling stock have left pro- 
ee a state where they have to 
apologize and explain to customers who 
are urging immediate deliveries. 5 

Advances in prices were unavoidable 
under the circumstances, They occur 
mostly among the animal ammoniates, 
which have average advances of 25c. 
Sulphate of ammonia increases from 
$5.00 for double bags, f. a. s. New York, 
to $5.10 and $5.25 so far as quotations 
are concerned, but producers could 
exact a larger figure if they so de- 
sired, were there any for delivery. 
Sulphate of ammonia is not merely 
scarce; it is not obtainable at all. The 
steel strike has stopped the production 
of this ammoniate, which is a by-prod- 
uct of coke making. 

Nitrate of soda made another ascent, 
resting at $3.00 to $3.05. The lack of 
tonnage for transportation is the prime 
factor in this advance. This tonnage 
shortage will continue for months to 
come even though shipbuilding is not 
interefered with, and consequently a 
bearish movement in the nitrate mar- 
ket is improbable. Other factors in 
stiffening prices are the Chilian pro- 
ducers’ association and the prospect of 
serious strikes in that country. A re- 
cent dispatch tells of ‘longshore strikes 
which may interfere with shipments of 
nitrates and may spread the contagion 
to the workers in the nitrate fields. 
This occasions no surprise, for the in- 
dustrial unrest is a natural accompani- 
ment of the transition period which is 
following the war. 

Acid phosphate in bulk at Southern 
ports advanced to $18.00@18.25 from 
$17.75@18.25. Florida production has 
recommenced in a limited, uncertain 
way, somewhat like that prevailing 
in some of the steel mills, which are 
working under half-strike, half-normal 
conditions. But in the Florida fields 
car shortage is even more serious than 
labor difficulties. Only 20 to 25 per 
cent. of the needed amount of cars are 
available to some producers.

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS 


BLOOD TANKAGE.—Prices were 
advanced from $6.75 and 10c. per unit 
to $7 and 10c. for ground tankage, 
f.0. b. Chicago. The growing firmness 
of the market the previous week had 
indicated that an advance would oc- 
cur. Demand is good and supplies very 
small. Dealers are dependent on the 
stocks from the packing houses.

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every week or two, present quotations 
being $3@3.05, which is 5c. more than 
last week. The lack of tonnage allot- 
ted by the Shipping Board is blamed 
by dealers as the chief factor in the 
scarcity of nitrates here compared to 
the demand. They are asking the Ship- 
ping Board to allow more tonnage for 
the shipping of this fertilizer on 
grounds of public necessity. More fer- 
tilizers mean larger crops and larger 
crops more general prosperity. Unless 
the Shipping Board makes more lib- 
eral allowances the shortage of nitrates 
will continue for months to come. An- 
other cloud that hangs over the horizon 
is the industrial unrest in Chili that 
is already manifesting itself in trouble 
with the dock workers and which may 
affect the labor in the nitrate fields. 
With all these other bullish factors in 
the market, added to effect of the new 
Chilian Producers’ Association, dealers 
are not looking for reduction in the 
price of nitrate of soda. 


PHOSPHATES 


Production of acid phosphate in the 
Florida fields has resumed in an un- 
certain way. Some men are at work 
now and there is a likelihood that most 
of the men will be at work within a 
short time. It is doubtful whether a 
full force can be recruited for some 
time, even with the strike declared 
entirely off by the workers, for the 
reason that many men have moved 
away from the phosphate fields since 
the strike started. 


However, in spite of the labor short- 
age producers would not be so dissat- 
isfied with conditions if there were suf- 
ficient cars for transporting the phos- 
phate. The Railroad Administration is 
blamed for not furnishing the rolling 
stock. To the administration’s argu- 
ment that the cars are not available, 
the phosphate producers reply that 
ears should be diverted from other 
work in order to increase the supply 
of fertilizers, because the food of the 
country depends so largely on the fer- 
tilizer supply. The price is now $18 for 
bulk and $18@18.25 at Southern ports. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Rock phos- 
phate prices have not changed. Sup- 
plies are not available for delivery in 
large ounts because the production 
of the Florida fields is still very low, 
though a slight improvement exists in 
the labor situation. Some labor has 
returned to production, but many of 
the men are still absent from the job 
and some have moved away from the 
fields entirely. The railroad car short- 
age is an additional handicap on the 
industry in Florida and has cut pro- 
duction in the Tennessee fields down 
more than 50 per cent. Prices are still 
nominally unchanged. 


POTASHES. 


The trade is disappointed in the de- 
lay Germar potash producers are 
showing in returning to normal condi- 
tions. Information shows that com- 
paratively little is being produced in 
Germany as compared with pre-war 
quantities, and it is doubtful whether 
they will be able to ship to France the 
amount required by the peace treaty. 
Meanwhile the Alsatian fields are sim- 
ilarly slow in coming back to former 
production, and American consumers 
are compelled to depend on domestic 
production, which is very insufficient. 
American producers, however, are 
handicapped by many difficulties, such 
as car shortage and also by the un- 
certainty regarding tariff protection. 
If they were certain that European ex- 
ports would not be resumed on a large 
scale they would not be worried in this 
way, but the uncertainty makes them 
dubious about making the heavy in- 
vestments necessary for larger produc- 
tion plans. The accumulated stocks of 
American potash will soon have dis- 
appeared, and then if the European 
potashes are not coming in there will 
be insistence that the government take 
definite steps by protection or by im- 
provement of railroad facilities at pro- 
duction fields. 


PYRITES. 


With the industrial peace promised 
by the calling off of the employers’ 
lockout in Spain, importers of Spanish 
pyrites are expecting larger supplies 
for their consumers. The prices held 
firm this last week, one reason being 
the steadiness of sulphur which enters 
so largely into competition with py- 
rites.

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Distinguished Service Medal Awarded 
Former Cotton-Oil Factor 


of St. Louis 
ST. LOUIS, Oct. 31, 1919. 
Marvin FE. Singleton, chief of the St. 
Louis District for the Army Ordnance 


Department and former president of the 
Kast St. Louis Cotton Oil Co., has been 
decorated with the Distinguished Service 
Medal by the War Department “for ex- 
ceptionally meritorius service to the 
Government on duty of great responsi- 
bility.” The citation says :— 

“As chief of the St. Louis Ordnance Dis- 
trict, in which capacity he maintained at all 
times the greatest degree of intelligent and 
enthusiastic co-operation between the manu- 
facturers in his district and the Ordnance De- 
partment, thereby attaining the maximum 
production of munitions in minimum time, and 
also as chairman of the St. Louis Ordnance 
District Claims Board, in which capacity his 
services have been invaluable to the nation in 
adjusting equitably the $122,000,000 worth of 
outstanding contracts in force in his district at 
the signing of the armistice 

The St. Louis district was the largest 
in the United States and the’ last to be 
formed, starting in August, 1918, and 
including its war performance in less 
than three months. Its area of 1,717,000 
square miles comprised sixteen states, 
everything west and south of the Missouri 








River as far as the Pacific Ocean, and 
it held a population of about 27,000,000 
persons. This district had charge of 510 


contracts, aggregating $145,000,000.

Domestic Purposes 


The Monsanto Chemical Works, of St. 
Louis, who are agents for the sale of the 
government surplus of phenol, report that 
the material is moving steadily. Up to 
date about 50 orders have been received 
and the approximate amount disposed of 
is 6,000,000 pounds. The Monsanto con- 
cenr deprecates reports current in the 
market that this phenol offered is not of 
good quality. It is stated that none of 
it tests less than 39, and most of it well 
above 40. The material has been in 
storage for some time and in some cases 
is rather discolored. It is suitable, how- 
ever, for any purpose other than phar- 
maceutical uses. The fact that it is to 
be sold only to domestic consumers is 
stated to be the reason for current re- 
ports to the effect that the material is 
not moving as well as was expected.

Chrome to Be Taxed Under Import 
Tariff Bill of Rep. Kahn. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 
To encourage the production of chrome 
and chromium ores and manufactures 
thereof in this country and its posses- 
sions, Representative Kahn of California 


has introduced a bil!) providing for the 
imposition of the following tariff duties 
thereon in addition to those now levied 


by existing law :— 

First, on crude chrome ores and chromium 
ores and concentrates thereof, the sum of 60 
cents per unit of CR-O, conteat therein con- 
tained, a unit being herein and hereby defined 
as being 1 per centum. of CR,O3, contained in 
a short ton of 2,000 pounds. 

Second, upon ferrochrome and other metallic 
alloys containing chrome, 11% cents for each 
pound of metallic chromium contained therein. 

“Third, upon refractory brick and material 
used for refractory purposes containing chrome, 
the sum of 65 cents per unit ot CR.Og; a unit 
being herein and hereby defined as being 1 
per centum of CR.O, containea in a short ton 
of 2,000 pounds. 

Fourth, upon chemical compounds, and arti- 
cles manufactured therefrom coutaining chrome 
or chromite, 90 cents per unit of chromium 
content; a unit being herein and hereby de- 
fined as being 1 per centum of chromium con- 
tained in a short ton of 2,000 pounds.

aerivatives. The fact that the steel

po ent directions that the coal 
ae ill be a serious blow to the 
oe y unless is settled in the 
intguture The crudes are dependent 
ea for their production on the 
eT ails and with these still tied up 
othe strike, benzol and toluol are 
we very scarce on spot and shipments 
at early dates are not promised in any 
direction. The leading producers state 
that their production is so small that 
they cannot supply their regular cus- 
tomers on contract, and that any out- 
side business in either item is out of 
the question at present. In fact, a 
rationing system has been put into ef- 
fet by the large producers under 
which the available supplies are par- 
celed out as the needs of the custom- 
ers become urgent. 

Prices for future deliveries at un- 
certain dates are still held at their 
former levels, but spot goods when 
they are offered are generally quoted 
from 8c, to 10c. on the pound higher 
than the producers’ prices. The de- 
mand for all of the crudes continues to 
be strong and the amount of spot 

ds offered is so small that there 
is practically no market for any of the 
products on spot. An occasional car 
of toluol or benzol is offered on spot by 
second hands, and these offerings are 
eagerly taken up by the consumers at 
high levels. : 

The demand for intermediates is 
very strong. The consumers of the 
products are in the market for large 
supplies, and during the past week 
orders aggregating many tons have 
been turned over by the producers. 
The holiday which broke the early part 
of the week had little effect on the 
trading as a whole. It is stated that 
the accumulation of mail orders over 
this period was larger than usual. One 
frm reports that its production in 
practically all of the lines which it is 
offering has been taken up for the bal- 
ance of the year, and that there is no 
product on the list which they are 
able to offer before the first of De- 
cember. In practically all of the items 
on the list, the amount of spot goods 
available is very limited. Prices on 
all of the list are being forced up by 
the demand, and the fact that prac- 
tically none of the materials are avail- 
able for spot buyers. Producers are 
offering on the basis of cost plus on 
daie of shipment. Second hands who 
are in the market to some extent are 
generally demanding and getting high 
prices for all the material which they 
are able to offer. Aniline oil and salt 
are in particularly bad shape. The 
producers are offering as far ahead as 
February on both of these materials, 
and while they are also able to quote 
om some small spot supplies, they 
cannot offer much goods for prompt 
delivery aside from their regular con- 
tracts. Prices on both of these mate- 
rials were advanced during the week. 
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oa ot me month, although they are 
ng December regularly.

Unless otherwise specified, our prices are those prevailing in the New 
York Market, and are for large quantities,

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market in large volume, but the pro- 
ducers are in most cases unwilling to 
give these attention when their regular 
domestic customers are in such urgent 
need of supplies. The harbor situation 
is in. much beiter shape than it has 
been for several weeks back and ex- 
port shipments are being resumed in 
some directions. 

Detailed reports on the important 
crudes and intermediates follow:— 


COAL-TAR ACIDS. 


ANTHRANILIC.—There has _ been 
some trading in this product during 
the week, but the available supplies 
are still large, and it 1s stated that the 
market is far from firm even under 
the good demand. Sales on the basis of 
$6 per pound represented the repeated 
level of prices. 

BENZOIC.—There has been no large 
trading in the market for this materfal 
during the past week and the producers 
state that they are doing the regular 
routine business which is expected at 
the present season of the year. Prices 
are generally unchanged and trades 
were put through on the basis of 90c. 
per pound for the U. S. P. grade of the 
material and 75c. per pound for the 
technical. 

CRESOTINIC.—There is little in- 
terest in the supplies of this material 
which are coming through from the 
producers and the market is very dull 
and uninteresting at the repeated levels 
of 39@40c. per pound.

CRESYLIC.—tThere has been a fair 
demand for the various grades of this 
product during the past week. It is 
stated that supplies are hardly large 
enough for the demand and that some 
shortage has developed on spot. Prices 
are very firm and sustain their recent 
advance in good shape. Sales of the 
97@99 per cent. grade of the material are 
being put through on the basis of 90c. 
per gallon while the 95 per cent. dark 
grade is generally quoted at 85c. per 
gallon. Lower grades are also in some 
demand and prices are very firm at the 
levels noted a week ago. 

H.—This material is not being taken 
in the volume which was expected 
when the present prices were reached. 
It is stated that the demand is too light 
to take up the surplus of the material 
available and that the market is not 
showing the recovery that was expected 
at that time. There has been little 
doing during the past week and the 
business transacted was for the most 
part for small lots for the immediate 
use of the consumers. Prices are un- 
changed and producers are still offering 
on the basis of $1.50 per pound. 


NAPHTHIONIC.—There has_ been 
little doing in the market for this ma- 
terial during the week and the pro- 
ducers state that prices are rather 
weak although so far there has been 
no change in the schedules of the 
leading producers. Sales on the basis 
of 90c. per pound for the technical and 
$1.10 per pound for the refined were 
reported in the market. 


PHTHALIC.—There has been no 
change in the phthalic acid situation 
since the report of a week ago. The 
producers are both as a rule anxious 
to take on new business at their present 
prices but so far there has been no 
recovery in the market so far as could 
be ascertained. The leading factors are 
still willing to offer their supplies on 
the basis of 75c. per pound for the 
anhydride, and the crude was sold dur- 
ing the week at 65c. per pound. There 
is not much action in the market on 
account of the fact that the producers 
are not forcing their supplies on the 
attention of the buyers. 

PICRIC.—Sales at 20c. per pound 
were again reported by prominent 
holders and it is stated that the de- 
mand is not large enough to firm up 
even this very low price. Quotations 
on the basis of 25c. per pound also 
represented sales. Price depeads large- 
ly upon what the factors offering can 
get for their material. 


SALICYLIC.—There has been a very 
steady market for the U. S. P. grade 
of this material during the week. At 
the close, advances to 55c. per pound 
were named in this grade. It is stated 
that the demand is good and this fact 
coupled with the steady position of 
phenol is holding the market very 
firm. The technical grade is not so 
strong. Most factors in the market 
are quoting on the basis of 45c. per 
pound but there was goods to be had 
during the week as low as 43c. per 
pound. 

SULPHANILIC.—There has been no 
change in this material during the past 
week. The demand is of fair propor- 
tions and the prices named in the mar- 
ket are very steady at the levels which 
prevailed at the close of the former 
period. Sales on the basis of 38c. per 
pound for the refined and 28c. per

by lack of supplies and in most direc- 
tions better than 27c. per pound could 
not be done. Producers are still hold- 
ing their old prices on contracts and 
futures, 

NAPHTHALINE.—The demand for 
this material is large and the producers 
state that they are doing all the busi- 
ness which their present supplies will 
allow. Second hands are about cleaned 
out. Large buyers on contract have 
been taking their supplies during — 
week and the spot situation is much 
firmer than it has been for some time 
back. Better than 7c. per pound could 
not be done on spot during the week. 

PHENOL.—The same steady demand 
for this material which has been noted 
for the past month was again in evi- 
dence. Spot trading in good volume 
is reported by the producers, who are 
holding their prices very firm at the 
levels noted at the time of the last 
report. The government material 
which is still available is all that is 
holding the spot market down to its 
present levels. Advances will un- 
doubtedly be named as soon as these 
supplies are taken into consumption.

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ANILINE OIL.—Supplies of this ma- 
terial are very limited on spot and dur- 
ing the week it was difficult to locate 
any very large quantity. The pro- 
ducers have again advanced their 
prices and at the close of the period 
better than 33c. per pound could not 
have been done in any direction. There 
has been some demand during the 
week and the producers state that they 
are getting more business than they 
can take care of. It is stated that 
prospects of further advances are 
good. 

ANILINE SALT.—In sympathy with 
the advance in the price of the oil 
this material was also marked up 3c. 
on the pound during the week and at 
the close supplies could not be had at 
less than 36c. per pound. Supplies on 
spot are small and further advances 
are very likely in the opinion of leading 
producers of the material. The de- 
mand for export is taking a large vol- 
ume of material at present. 

ANTHRACENE.—There has been a 
strong demand for the higher grades 
of this product during the week. The 
producers state that they are experi- 
encing a very active season and that 
their only present concern is to supply 
the demand for the material, Prices 
are very firm and no better than 20c. 
per pound could be done on large lots 
of the 80 per cent. grade of the product 
during the past week. The lower 
grades are proportionally priced. 

BENZALDEHYDE.—There has been 
a fair demand for the higher types of 
this material during the week. The 
free from chlorine grade has been es- 
pecially strong throughout the period. 
Essential oil houses have been large 
buyers of this grade. The best prices 
heard during the week held the free 
from chlorine at $1.75 per pound. The 
technical grade is priced at 70c. per 
pound in most quarters. There has 
been less interest in the U. S. P, grade 
with a trace of chlorine. Prices vary 
widely with the sellers of the material 
and during the week all the way from 
90c. to $1.30 per pound was quoted on 
this grade. 

BENZIDINE.—There has been an 
excellent demand for benzidine base 
during the period. Sellers report that 
they are taken care of until the end 
of the year in some directions. There 
has been a considerable amount of 
export trading during the past week 
and this also has helped to make prices 
firmer than they would otherwise be. 
No better than $1.05 per pound could 
be done during the period and in some 
quarters $1.10 per pound was de- 
manded. The sulphate is also very 
active and price remain firm on the 
basis of 85c. per pound. 

BENZYL CHLORIDE.—One leading 
factor states that his entire supply of 
this material for the balance of the 
year has been taken up by the demand 
which has been coming through for 
the past month or more, Other fac- 
tors have advanced their views of the 
market in the strong demand and light 
supplies and are quoting not less than 
35c. per pound on the refined grade. 
The crude is rather weak on lack of 
interest on the part of the buyers and 
prices stand at 20c. per pound where 
offerings are available. 

BETA NAPHTHOL.—There has been 
a very strong demand for this in- 
termediate during the week and at 
the close the distilled and the sub- 
limed grades stood at higher levels 
than were noted at the close of the 
former period. The latter was offered 
at not less than 67c. per pound during 
the period while the latter was ad- 
vanced to 48c. per pound inside. Other 
grades showed no change in price dur- 
ing the week, but all were stronger 
and firmer than they were at the time 
of the last report. 

BETA NAPHTHYLAMINE.—There 
has been no change in this material 
since the time of the last report. The 
demand is steady and while it is for 
the most part confined to small lots 
for the immediate use of the buyers 
a fair total of business is being turned 
over. Prices remain at their old levels 
with sales on the basis of $1.40 per 
pound for the technical and $2.00 per 
pound for the refined noted during the 
period. 

DIETHYLANILINE. — There has 
been a good consuming call for this 
material during the week and sales 
of large quantities were reported by 
leading factors. The producers vary 
somewhat in their price ideas owing 
to the fact that some are still work- 
ing on raw materials purchased be- 
fore the recent advances were named. 
Sales were put through on spot as low 
as $1.30 per pound during the week 
although not all of the producers 
would quote at this level. 

DIMETHYLANILINE.—Further ad- 
vances due to the rising costs of the 
raw material were named by leading 
factors during the week and at the 
close better than 58c. per pound could 
not be had in any direction. There 
has been a good demand throughout 
the period and spot stocks are rather 
limited, The producers are unwilling 
in most instances to quote prices on 
any other than a date of shipment 
basis. 

DINITROBENZOL.—There has been 
a fair demand during the past week 
for dinitrobenzol and the market pre- 
sents a very firm appearance as com- 
pared to its tone during the past month 
or more.

DIPHENYLAMINE.—Action in the 
market is still confined to the imme- 
diate requirements of the consumers, 
and there has been no tendency in any 
direction to take more of the material 
than is needed for these needs. Sales 
during the week were small in volume 
and prices are rather easy on the basis 
of 65c. per pound. 

G SALT.—There has been a fair de- 
mand for G salt during the week, and 
the producers state that they are doing 
a normal business with the leading 
consumers. Their factors are taking 
their regular supplies, and in one in- 
stance a contract for future supplies 
is reported as having been closed. 
Prices are very firm at the levels noted 
a week ago. Sales at 80c. per pound 
were reported. 

METANITRANILINE. There has 
been a strong export demand for this 
material during the past week. The 
trading on spot has also been brisk, 
and a very firm market is the result. 
Business is held up only by the diffi- 
culty in securing adequate supplies. 
Prices are unchanged, but stand very 
firm on the basis of $1 per pound for 
large lots of the material. 

METANITROPARATOLUIDINE. — 
There has been the regular routine de- 
mand for this material during the past 
week, The supplies coming through 
are about adequate to take care of this 
demand and prices are very firm at 
recently prevailing levels. Sales at 
$3.50 per pound were reported by lead- 
ing factors. 

META PHENYLENEDIAMINE. — 
There has been a fair routine demand 
for this material during the past week. 
The demand as usual is for the most 
part confined to shipment orders, but 
leading factors state that they are 
doing their usual amount of this class 
of business. Prices are steady since 
the recent decline and stand at $1.15 
per pound in most directions. 

METATOLUYLENEDIAMINE. — 
leading factors state that they are 
doing a good business with the usual 
consumers and that prices are gene- 
tally steady at the levels which have 
prevailed for the past two weeks. The 
producers are offering on the basis of 
$1.25 per pound in most quarters. 

MONOCHLORBENZOL.—There has 
been no change in the prices of the 
producers , and these factors are still 
quoting on the basis of 10c. per pound. 
The market is much firmer, however, 
owing to the fact that the raw material 
8 in such a firm position. 
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holding very firm in their price ideas. 
This is due both to the demand, which 
is very good, and to the fact that the 
crue material is in such a firm position. 
During the week business was put 
through on the basis of 18c. per pound 
— this represents the market pretty 
well. 

ORTHOAMIDOPHENOL.—There has 
been a fair routine demand for this 
material during the week. The market 
is by no means active, but prices are 
holding at $3.75 per pound on account 
of the fact that the few producers have 
the situation well in hand. 

ORTHODICHLORBENZOL. — There 
here been a good demand during the 
week for this material and prices are 
well maintained at the levels noted a 
week ago. Sales on the basis of 15c. 
per pound were reported in the market. 

ORTHONITROPHENOL.—There has 
been little interest in the offerings of 
this material which were heard in the 
market during the week. The demand 
has been of the most routine nature 
and sales of large lots Were not report- 
ed in any direction. Spot trading was 
generally on the basis of 80c. per 
pound. 

ORTHONITROTOLU OL.—There has 
been a very firm market during the 
week for this toluol derivative. The de- 
mand is good and large lots are being 
taken by the trade. Besides this there 
is the fact that the crude material is 
so firm. As a result, prices look very 
strong and advances in the producers’ 
prices would not be unexpected. Busi- 
ness during the week was generally on 
the basis of 25c. per pound. 

ORTHOTOLUIDINE. — There has 
been a strong export inquiry in the 
market during the week and sales of 
large lots for this class of the trade 
were reported by leading factors. It is 
stated in one direction that orders for 
from 10 to 20 tons for South American 
account were taken during the week. 
This fact, coupled with the strength of 
the basic material, has made the mar- 
ket look very strong and prices per 
pound seem rather low on the strength 
of the market. 

PARAMIDOACETANILID. — There 
has been no change in the quiet routine 
demand for this material. There has 
been little doing during the week. The 
producers have the market in hand 
and are not offering any concessrons 
for immediate business, but are still 
quoting on the basis of $1.40 per pound 
inside. 

PARAMIDOPHENOL. — There has 
been a good demand for this material 
during the week, and while the market 
looks rather quieter than it did during 
the fur auction season, yet there is a 
good demand and prices are very firm 
in the hands of the producers. Sales of 
the base at $2.75 per pound were re- 
ported during the period. The hydro- 
chloride has been rather less active 
than has the base during the week, and 
while photographic interests have 
taken fair quantities, there has been 
hardly a firm tone to the prices named. 
No reductions, however, were noted 
during the week and prices still stand 
on the basis of $2.50 per pound. 


PARADICHLORBENZOL. — There 
has been a good demand for this mate- 
rial during the week, continuing the 
active market of a week ago. As a re- 
sult the market looks very firm and it 
would seem probable that the present 
inside price of 4c. per pound would not 
hold very long. 

PARANITRANILINE. — There has 
been a good demand for this material 
during the past week. The available 
supplies are very limited and the pro- 
ducers have in one instance withdrawn 
prompt quotations. In most directions 
business is not being sought and the 
holders are merely accepting such or- 
ders as they receive without going out 
after the business. Prices have been 
advanced generally to the new level of 
$1.05 per pound. 

PARANITROACETANILID. — There 
has been little doing in the market for 
this material and the producers state 
that they are doing a bare consuming 
business, with small lots only being 
taken by the consumers. Prices, how- 
ever, are being well maintained in spite 
of this, on account of the fact that the 
producers are in full control of the 
market. Sales on the basis of 7lc. per 
pound were reported in the market. 

PARANITROORTHOTOLUIDINE. — 
The demand for this materia’ has been 
quiet and routine during the week and 
the consumers have shown little in- 
terest in the offerings of the producers, 
which are generally made on the basis 
of $3.50 per pound. 

PARANITROPHENOL. — There has 
been little doing in the market for this 
intermediate during the week. The 
producers state that their demand is 
confined to the matter of small lots for 
the immediate use of the consumer and 
that prices are steady only on account 
of the fact that the basic material is 
being held in firm hands. Sales of the 
intermediates were generally on the 
basis of $1.20 per pound during the 
week. 

PARANITROTOLUOL. — There has 
been a strong market during the period 
for this commodity. The export de- 
mand has taken some quantity of the 
material and this, coupled with the fact 
that there has been a very good domes- 
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ucts than has been noted at any a 
since that date. A price study o :

madder, potato starch and other a 
resentative products has been ma - 
Basing prices On an index number 0 
100 to represent the level on January 
1, 1914, it was found that at the time 
of the armistice prices had risen to 
316 per cent. of normal. Almost im- 
mediately a decline began and has con- 


B tinued with a few reverses down to 


resent when prices stand at 245 
= ait. of normal. This would seem 
to be an excessive level were it not 
for the fact that a similar investiga- 
tion in the prices of other commodities 
in Reporter industries discloses that 
the present quotations on all commo- 
dities in the chemical, dye and coal 
tar markets stand at 260 per cent. of 
normal, assuming that the price on 
January 1, 1914, does represent a nor- 
mal value for the various products on 
the list. . 

The extract group has been moving 
well during the week. There seems 
to be a better supply of the extracts 
than there is of the woods. This is no 
doubt due to the fact that many of 
the extract makers are still working 
on stocks which they have had in store 
for some time back. It is stated, how- 
ever, that there is not much of a sur- 
plus back and that unless something 
is done to ease the matter of supplies 
of the raw products in the near future 
the prices of practically all of the ex- 
tracts are due for advances. The tan- 
ning interests have been in the market 
for large supplies of the various mate- 
tials which they use in their processes 
during the week. This has maintained 
the former firm tone of the market for 
the tanning extracts in good shape and 
Prices are held at their former levels 
without difficulty. There has been a 
sttong demand for the dyeing mate- 
tials as well during the past week and 
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pean business, particularly in the ex- 
tract group, has also been noted. 

Detailed reports on the important 
items follow:— 


CHEMICALS 


ACETATE OF SODA.—There has 
been a good demand for this material 
during the week and at the close bet- 
ter than 6%4c. per pound could not be 
done on spot. In one direction Decem- 
ber goods were offered at 6%c. per 
pound, but it looks as if the 6%c. level 
were a thing of the past. 

ALUMINA CHLORIDE.—The_ de- 
mand is routine and trading is rather 
lighter than is usual. The market, 
however, remains steady in producers’ 
hands and prices are holding well on 
the basis of 9c. per pound. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—There has been 
a fair call for the 65 per cent. grade 
of this material during the week. 
Prices are very firm at the levels noted 
a week ago and business went through 
on the basis of 58c. per pound during 
the period. There is practically none 
of the other grades of the material in 
the market at present and this is hold- 
ing the 6 per cent. stronger than it 
would otherwise be. 

BICHROMATES.—There has been a 
good demand for this material during 
the period. It is stated that the re- 
sumption of export shipments has had 
the effect of firming up the market to 
a considerable extent. Business in bi- 
chromate of soda for export has been 
brisk. The producers are uffering Jan- 
uary goods at 11%c. per pound in one 
direction. Spot trading was reported 
during the week on the basis of 14c. 
per pound. Some factors quoted at not 
less than 15c. per pound for prompt 
goods. The potash salt is very steady 
under a good demand and prices are 
very firm at 26c. per pound, inside on 
spot. Producers in most cases are 
quoting on the basis of 27c. per pound. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.— The 
market is steady and a fair business 
is reported by prominent sellers. Sales 
were generally on the basis of 3c. per 
pound for the ordinary crystals in 
barrels. 

INDIGO.—There has not been much 
interest in the supplies of this material 
during the week. Some trading de- 
veloped, but it was for the most part 
confined to small quantities for the im- 
mediate use of the consumers. Prices 
were steady at 70c. per pound for 20 
per cent. paste in most directions. 

NITRATE OF IRON.—Business is 
quiet and producers state that they are 
doing little at their present prices of 
2c. per pound for the commercial and 
9c. per pound for the true. 

PHOSPHATE OF SODA.—The de- 
mand is good and sales of large lots 
were reported by the agents of the pro- 
ducers. Second hands have little of the 
material to offer and are holding prices 
firmly up to 3%c. per pound. 

PRUSSIATES.—There has been a 
good demand during the week for 
most items in the prussiate group. 
However, the market looks easier than 
it did at the time of the last report. 
There has been a fair amount of trad- 
ing in the soda salt, but prices are 
slightly lower than they have been on 
an increase in the spot supplies of the 
material. Business on the basis of 24c. 
per pound was reported in one or two 
directions. Larger supplies have also 
eased up the potash salts to some ex- 
tent, although there is still a strong 
demand for the materials coming 
through from the consumers. Prices 
at the close of the week stood on the 
basis of 39@42c. per pound for yellow 
prussiate of potash and $1.05 per pound 
for the red material. 

SOLUBLE OIL.—There has been a 
good call for this product during the 
week and prices seem to have recovered 
to some extent from their recent slump. 
Sales on the basis of 13%c. per pound 
for the 50 per cent., and 17c. per pound 
for the 75@85 per cent. grades were 
reported during the week. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—The market looks 
much easier on the fact that the tin 
market is weaker. There has as yet 
been no change in the prices named 
on spot, but sales at 42c. per pound 
were reported. The demand is un- 
changed and looks rather lighter than 
usual. 


ZINC DUST.—-The available sup- 
plies of this material are being held 
in very firm hands. There has been a 
good demand during the week and the 
producers state that they are able to 
get 10%c. per pound without difficulty. 
As high as 13c. per pound was de- 
manded in some directions for sup- 
pies of this material, 90 per cent. 
through 350 mesh. 


NATURAL DYESTUFFS 


ALBUMEN.—The market for Chi- 
nese egg albumen is much easier than 
it was a week ago. There have been 
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some considerable importations of the 
material received during the week and 
some goods which has been held up 
by the strike is now being unloaded. 
The demand is rather lighter than it 
has been for several weeks back and 
prices have again declined, with offers 
at $1.70 per pound freely heard in the 
market. The vegetable grade is rather 
quiet, but is held at 58c. per pound in 
most quarters. There is practically 
none of the imported blood grade 
available. 

ANNATTO.—There has been no 
change in the market for this material 
during the past week. The demand is 
still rather light and the supplies of- 
fered are far in advance of the re- 
quirements of the consumers. Sales 
of the seed grade on the basis of 5%c. 
per pound represented the views of 
leading importers during the week. The 
fine grade is offered on the basis of 
32c. per pound. There is some of this 
material moving and the market is in 
better shape than is that for the seed 
variety. 

ARCHIL.—There has been a good 
demand for archil extract during the 
week and prices are being held up 
well. In fact, it is stated that advances 
are not very far off. Offers during the 
week of the double at 16v. per pound 
and of the concentrated at 25c. per 
pound were reported. 

BARBERRY.—There has been a fair 
demand for this material and supplies 
are said to be moving well at 35c. per 
pound, 

BARWOOD.—Barwood chips are of- 
fered at the same levels reported a 
week ago and sales during the week 
on the basis of 6c. per pound repre- 
sented the market pretty accurately. 

BRAZIL WOOD.—The demand for 
this material is better than has been 
the case in several months. The mak- 
ers of extracts are looking for better 
supplies of the material and are ap- 
parently pretty well cleaned out at 
present. There is little material offered 
on spot and during the week prices 
generally.depended on the bid of the 
buyer. Sales of small lots as high as 
$60 per ton were reported. One factor 
— moderate quantities at $50 per 
on. 

CAMWOOD.—There has been little 
doing in the market for chipped cam- 
wood and prices are generally rather 
weak and unsteady at 18c. per pound. 

CHESTNUT.—Leading makers state 
that they are pretty well sold up on 
chestnut extract. The demand from 
the tanneries has been strong during 
the week and large lots have been 
turned over by leading factors. Sales 
were reported on the basis of 3%4c. per 
pound for the clarified 25 per cent. 
grade in tanks. It is expected that 
these prices will advance on the de- 
mand before very long. 

COCHINEAL.—There has been no 
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change in the quotations of the spot 
dealers in this material during the 
week and prices are held at their for- 
mer levels without difficulty. Sales on 
the basis of 65c. per pound for the rosy 
black were reported. Other prices 
stood at the levels noted a week ago. 

CUDBEAR.—No. 1 material was of- 
fered during the week on the basis of 
Zic. per pound and this seemed to be 
the general market level. Thre has 
been little interest in the material for 
some time back and the holders state 
thot there is a considerable volume of 
the material in the market. 


CUTCH.—The cutch market is very 
steady. Business is going through at 
the same levels noted at the time of 
the last report. There has been some 
importation of the material during the 
week and this is keeping the market 
rather easy. The prices heard are un- 
changed and quotations are generally 
on the basis of 10c. per pound for the 
sorneo, 14c. per pound for the South 
American and 18c. per pound for the 
Rangoon. 


DEXTRINE.—The market is easy and 
there is less demand for all of the 
grades than has been noted during the 
past two months. The corn material 
was reduced at the close of the former 
period on the easier position of the 
corn market and these prices held 
throughout the period just past. Sales 
in carlots on the basis of $6.19 per cwt. 
for the corn and $6.49 per cwt. for the 
Pritish gum grades were reported dur- 
ing the week. The potato grades also 
tell slightly on the weakness of the 
corn material. The domestic potato 
material was offered as low as 13%c. 
per pound in the spot market, while 
the Japanese variety was quoted on 
the basis of 14c. per pound in most 
directions. 

DIVI DIVI.—There has been a good 
demand for this product during the 
vreek and the extract makers have been 
taking all the supplies which they 
could lay their hands on. There is little 
of the material offered on spot and 
prices are very high, with sales re- 
ported at $85 per ton in the open 
market. Shipments are generally sold 
to arrive. The extract is in rather 
light supply and prices are very firm 
on the basis of 5c. per pound for the 
25 per cent. tannin grade. 

EGG YOLK.—There has been a large 
amount of this material imported dur- 
ing the week and the market is rather 
overloaded with supplies at present. 
The regular steady demand is coming 
though and prices are slightly lower 
on spot than they were a week ago. 
Sales of the spray at 72c. per pound 
and of the granular at 65c. per pound 
were reported at the close of the week. 

FLAVINE.—There has been a good 
demand during the week and the pro- 
ducers report a steady market with 
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business going through on the basis of 
%0c. per pound. 

FUSTIC.—There is a good demand 
for fustic sticks. Trading, however, is 
rather light. This is due to the fact 
that there is practically none of the 
material available for prompt ship- 
ment. Business has been done on the 
basis of $35 per ton, but the quantities 
involved have been rather small. There 
is a fair call for fustic extract and the 
producers are a unit in stating that the 
market is very firm. This is, however, 
due more to the fact that supplies are 
rather light than to the demand. 

GAMBIER.—There has not been much 
doing in the gombier market during 
the week. The supplies offered are 
adequate for the trading and have been 
so for some time back. On this ac- 
count the consumers are less urgent in 
their demands for the material than 
they have been in some of the other 
items on the list. Sales on the basis of 
11%c. per pound for the common, 
12%c. per pound for the plantation, 
18c. per pound for the Singapore cubes 
and 13c per pound for the Java cubes 
were reported during the week. The 
extract is in some demand and prices 
are generally steady at recently pre- 
vailing levels. Sales on the basis of 
:2c. per pound for the 25 per cent. tan- 
nin grade were reported in the market. 

HEMATINE.—With the breaking of 
the harbor strike some of the material 
which had been held in the port was 
moved and producers state that they 
are again taking care of export orders. 
This end of the trading has been rather 
active during the week, while the do- 
mestic business has been rather small. 
Prices are very firm and nothing bet- 
ter than 25c. per pound on the crystals 
was reported. The solid grade could 
be had at 18c. per pound during the 
week. 

HEMLOCK.—There has been some 
interest in this material during the 
week, but not the strong demand noted 
a week ago. Prices, however, are still 
very firm and sales on the basis of 
5¥4c. per pound for the 25 per cent. 
tanning grade were again reported in 
the final trading. 

HYPERNIC.—There is little of this 
material available, but the demand is 
not as large as it has been and as yet 
no advances in the prices named in the 
market have occurred. Such action, 
however, is forecast in the firmness of 
the quotations heard in the market, 
and nothing better than lic. per pound 
could be done at the close of the week. 

INDIGO.—There has been little de- 
mand during the past week for this 
material and prices are generally held 
at their former levels only by the fact 
that importers are unable to get goods 
in the primary market which they can 
offer at less. The supplies offered are 
large and quotations are rather easy at 
$2.25 per pound for Bengal and Oudes, 
$2 per pound for Kurpahs and Gaute- 
mala, $1.30 per pound for the Manila 
and 95c. per pound for the Madras. 


LARCH.—The demand for this ex- 
tract is strong and the tanning inter- 
ests are asking all the supplies avail- 
able. The market looks very firm and 
advances are in prospect, according to 
the reports of the producers. Prices as 
yet are unchanged and are generally 
quoted on the basis of 8c. per pound 
for the crystals and 4%c. per pound 
for the 5 2per cent. liquid in tanks. 


LOGWOOD.—There is little of the 
wood available in the spot market and 
such supplies as are offered are gener- 
ally held at high levels by the im- 
porters who have it. Supplies arriving 
ar* being taken up in advance at high 
levels and the consumers are anxiously 
awaiting such offerings as come in 
from time to time. Prices on spot 
goods are very high and the market is 
almost in a nominal position on ac- 
count of the restricted character of the 
offerings made. ricePs on Haitian wood 
are generally held at $35@37 per ton, 
while the best that could be done on 
Jamaica wood was $45 per ton. The 
extract is moving well, but there is not 
the demand which was noted a few 
weeks ago. Prices are very firm, how- 
ever, on the scarcity of the raw mate- 
rial, and during the week nothing lower 
than 25c. per pound on the crystals and 
20c. per pound on the solid could be 
done in any direction. 

MADDER.—There has been little do- 
ing in the market during the past week. 
The demand is light. Supplies are not 
very free on spot, but are large enough 
to take care of the business coming 
through. Sales at 28c. per pound rep- 
resent the course of the market pretty 
well. 

MANGROVE.—Extract of mangrove 
bark was offered on the spot at 9c. per 
pourd for the 55 per cent. cutch and 
8c. per pound for the 25 per cent. cutch 
grades respectively. A steady market 
is in progress. 

MUSKEGON.—Tanning interests are 
taking their regular supplies of this 
material and prices are steady at the 
levels reported at the time of the last 
report. Business was done on the basis 
of 1\%4c. per pound for the 25 per cent. 
tannirg variety. 

MYRABOLANS.—tThere has been a 
fair demand during the week, but the 
market is just steady at recently pre- 
vailing levels. Better than $55 per ton 
could probably not be done on spot. 

NUTGALLS.—There is little doing 
in the market for Aleppo nutgalls. 
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Supplies are effered in 
the importers and thees tenes

facturing Process 
WASHINGTON, Novy, 7, 1919, 

The Federal Food and Drugs Act has 
brought about many changes in methods 
of manufacturing and labeling foods 
and drugs, not only in the United States, 
but in foreign countries as well, Say the 
officials of the Bureau of Chemistry, De. 
partment of Agriculture, who ap 
charged with the enforcement of that 
law. 

The most recent instance which has 
come to the notice of the officials ig jj 
reference to powdered dried eggs from 
China. Large quantities of powdered 
eggs are shipped into the United States 
from China for use by commercial bak 
ers. These include powdered white of 


egg, powdered yolk of egg and powder 
whole egg. 


Examination of the 
ported from China _ showed that they 
contained zinc, varying from a mer 
trace to quantities sufficient to requir 
the exclusion of some of the shipments 
from entry into ‘this country. Investi- 
gation developed that the zinc in the egg 
powder was acquired in the process of 
manufacture, either from zinc-lined trays 
or zinc belts used in the drying of the 
eggs. As a result of the exclusion of 
some of the shipments to this country, 
many manufacturers in China have » 
changed the process of manufacture a 
to produce dried efégs, yolk and alb- 
men free from zinc, and the indications 
are that they will soon be able to su 
ply the demands for these products used 
in increasing quantities by bakers ani 
manufacturers of bakers’ supplies

Tank-Ship Service Between Hamburg 
Is Advanced Because of Entente’s 


Seizure of German Bottoms 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 


Latest developments in the proposed

L. Edwards, American Commercial At-

to commence a regular tank-ship service 
between New York and Hamburg have 


been abandoned, on account of the fact 
that the Entente has demanded delivery 
of all of this company’s tank-ships. It 
is stated that all of the vessels of the 
company, aggregating about 40,000 tons, 
which are now located in Hamburg and 


in Bremerhaven, will be surrendered 
within a few days.”

Gasoline Pumps Needed in Karachi, 
India, Says U. S. Consul 


Reports received by the Department of 
Commerce from Consul E. Verne Rich- 
ardson at Karachi, India, state that the 
service station for the sale of gasoline 
through an automatic measuring pump 
which is so familiar a feature of the au- 
tomobile life of the United States is not 
known in Karachi. By inquiry he learns 
that the same is true of this entire con- 
sular district. This suggests an oppor- 
tunity for American makers of such ap- 
plances. It should be borne in mind that 
the pumps should be adjusted to the re- 
quirements of the imperial gallon, which 
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is equal to 1.20032 American gallons. 
The compressed air service for tire in- 
flation is also unknown in this market.

The crude oil output during June was 
the lowest of the present year, the total 
being 79,000 tons; the highest attained 
was in March, when the month’s produc- 
tion was 102,000 tons.

FIELD REPORTS REFLECT BETTER 
CONDITIONS IN SOME REGIONS, 
WITH EASTERN GROUP SHOWING 
BEST SITUATION IN MANY WEEKS. 
SEEKING GAS WELLS IN CANADA. 





From some of the several fields of the country re- 
ports received in the past week state that general con- 
ditions as now existing in those fields have never been 
better. On the other hand, there are some fields 
which continue to report work hampered by poor 
road conditions and flooded wells due to heavy rain- 
fall. The brightest report is that from the high- 
grade fields comprising the Eastern group. It is 
stated that these particular fields are in the best shape 
for a long while, with plenty of pipe available and 
litle to mar development work other than some heavy 
rains in one or two sections. Better weather will give 
the work an added impetus, it is stated, and there is 
even now an abundance of energy being put into the 
fields in preparation for the winter season. Workers 
are fred with the usual pre-winter determination to 
get as many wells as possible pumping oil into stor- 
age before real cold and snowy weather shall have 
wt in over the fields. The production figures for the 
week from these fields show a small falling off in the 
total as compared with the previous week, a condi- 
tion due to the fact that Indiana, Illinois and parts 
of Ohio failed to come up to expectations. 

Improvement was also noted in the Gulf Coast 
regions, where better weather also has been prom- 
ied, and work has been resumed on a large scale 

re it had been stagnant for some time past. Pro- 
duction for the week held up well with that of the 
previous week and a daily average of 25,000 bar- 
tels was maintained by the West Columbia region. 
ther report which gives rise to much optimism is 
t from New Mexico. Reports are not of great 
uency from that State and the one this week 
ws that the State authorities have taken cogni- 
tance of the possibilities presented to increase the 
wealth of the State by enabling investors to develop 
the oil fields of the State. To that end the State’s 
nd Office has promulgated regulations under the 
_ of which any one individual or company may 
tase public lands, not to exceed 25,000 acres. The 
tesult has been a tremendous boom in leases and 
e has been a large influx of oil men into the 
ate, it is reported. The developments in the State 
» therefore, be watched with great interest by 
industry as a whole. 

North Central Texas is one of the group of fields 

and | been feeling the effects of the heavy rains 
ittle progress has been made there with devel- 
opment work in the last week. Roads continue to be 
» ape. Some spots of activity are shown, 
» and one of these indicates the finding of a 
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new pool near Iowa Park, which is attracting great 
interest just at present. Wyoming is another field 
which has been stopped by weather conditions prac- 
tically, only in its case it is the setting in of real 
cold winter weather, instead of rain, that has put an 
end to real development work. Some small progress 
is being made by the larger camps which have been 
able to store up sufficient materials to enable them 
to continue. 


Fields outside of the United States have little to 
report this week. Canada shows some active work 
being done in the line of prospecting for gas in the 
Southern Alberta field, and it is stated that the most 
comprehensive and ambitious surveying enterprise 
known to the industry in Canada has just recently 
been completed by the largest producer in the Mac- 
kenzie River district, the survey starting from the 
international boundary and running well beyond the 
Arctic Circle. Japan continues to report stocks small 
and sellers of crude recently fixed a standard price in 
Niigata. Refined products are scarce there and 
prices are tending upward. 


Eastern 


Conditions throughout the high-grade petroleum 
fields comprising the Eastern or Appalachian group, 
and which consist of the fields in Southern New 
York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Southeastern, 
Central and Northwestern Ohio, Kentucky and 
Tennessee, are in the best shape at this writing that 
has been known for a long period, according to all 
reports. Pipe is becoming more plentiful and there 
is little to mar development work other than the 
heavy rains which have been prevailing for the last 
few weeks. With better weather predicted, the out- 
look is for increasing activity all along the line, so 
to speak, because of the general desire to get as 
much work done as possible before the setting in of 
real winter weather. The usual desire to get as many 
wells working at putting oil into storage for the win- 
ter is back of this run of work, no doubt. However, 
there are some interesting points to this week’s reports 
from the Eastern fields aside from this. Chief of 
these is the statement that the week shows a falling 
off in finished wells and new production, due to the 
fact that Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois 
did not deliver as largely as in the previous period. 
A summary of the week’s work for all the fields in- 
dicates that 196 wells were completed, or 42 less 
than the 238 of the week before, while of that total 
31 were gassers and 34 dry holes, the number of 
gassers being an increase of 5 and the dry holes be- 
ing 7 less than the week previous. New production 
was 3,495 barrels, against 4,179, a decrease of 684 
for the week. Similarly there was a falling off as to 
the number of new wells for the month of October, 
when 2,679 wells were completed, against 2,846 
in September, the new production for the month be- 
ing 397,269 barrels, against 448,006 in September. 
There were 11 more gas wells and 40 fewer dry 
holes in the month. 


Gulf Coast 


Some improvement in general conditions was noted 
in the Gulf Coast fields last week, the better situa- 
tion being due to fairer weather conditions, which 
allowed of more tests being resumed. Some of these 
tests had been idle for a number of weeks because 
of the high water and impassable roads. But, while 
work has been resumed on a fairly active scale on old 
tests, there has not been a corresponding improve- 
ment in the matter of new work started. Production 
for the week about held its own with an approxi- 
mate daily average of 70,525 barrels for the entire 
group of fields in the coastal region. Of this output, 
the greatest was obtained from West Columbia, 
which showed an average of 25,000 barrels. The 
Somerset or San Antonio district made the smallest 
showing of 325 barrels. New production for the 
week gained 750 barrels, the aggregate for the pe- 
riod being 4,945 barrels, as compared with a total 
of 4,185 barrels obtained in the previous period. 
There were also 8 more wells completed, the total 
being 20 against 12. There are at present 179 wells 
drilling, this total being 3 less than in the previous 
week. 


New Mexico 
While there have not been any reports received 
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recently as to the new production or the number of 
wells drilling, etc., in the New Mexico petroleum 
fields, there have been many reports received of an 
extensive and exceptionally active movement on foot 
for development of the petroleum resources of that 
State. Latest reports indicated that operations there 
will make the State one of the most prominent new 
fields yet opened to development, and that the State 
authorities realize the opportunity presented for the 
enhancement of the State’s resources has been indi- 
cated by the announcement that the State will lease 
public lands to companies and individuals not to ex- 
ceed 25,000 acres to one person or company: New 
regulations have been drawn up by the State’s Land 
Office and were made effective on October 20 last. 
The State’s offering has been accepted by many en- 
terprising firms and individuals, with the result that 
there has developed an exceedingly large interest 
among the petroleum men in the fields. Big transfers 
of leases have been recorded and land values have 
risen by leaps and bounds. Especial excitement has 
been caused in Tucumari by reports that a large gas 
strike has been made in the McGee well and specu- 
lators are becoming active there. Plans have been 
prepared for active drilling of wells in Colfax county 
by local companies and individuals. Altogether, 
there have been many indications that New Mexico 
will become an important spot in the petroleum in- 
dustry in the not distant future. 


North Central Texas 


Development work has continued to be seriously 
retarded throughout the past week in the oil fields of 
the North Central Texas group, and any broadening 
of the already well established producing area has 
been prevented by the condition of the roads. Re- 
ports from that group of fields received last week 
indicate that there was hardly a road from the Red 
River on the south, through Wichita, Archer, 
Young, Palo Pinto, Stephens, Eastland, Comanche 
and Brown counties which was in condition to allow 
of moving supplies. But some of the other sections 
rather made up for the deficiency of work in the 
counties above mentioned, and there was some small 
work done even in the counties referred to. This was 
sharply developed by the announcement that a well 
had been brought in in Wichita county which gave 
evidence of opening up a new and promising oil pool. 
The location was given as six miles southwest of 
Iowa Park and near the Holliday pool. Promptly 
on the heels of the report prices for acreage nearby 
and for a considerable distance around went up 
sharply, land previously quoted at $150 per acre 
advancing to a price of $5,000. Slow progress was 
reported in development work in Ranger. Reports 
of the daily average production for this group of 
fields were placed at 236,245 barrels, as compared 
with 238,560 in the previous week, a loss of 2,315. 
New wells completed totaled 161, a gain of 29, 
and new production was estimated at 58,607 bar- 
rels, a gain of 21,342 over the total of 37,265 in 
the week before. There were only 8 dry hcles re- 
ported and there were no gas wells brought in. 

W yoming 

Winter weather holds the petroleum fields of 
Wyoming in its grip and snow covers the ground 
generally throughout the territory. Drilling of wells 
has practcially ceased except in so far as several of 
the bigger camps may be concerned. The smaller 
outfits have had to suspend work until the spring be- 
cause of the inability to haul supplies, whereas the 
bigger camps may be able to continue indefinitely 
through their having been able to store on hand suf- 
ficient quantities of supplies, a condition which is only 
possible in the case of big companies having an 
abundance of capital. Naturally, with the stoppage 
of work through the winter season, production for 
the Wyoming fields shows a falling off. The Octo- 
ber figures gave new production totals as 3,975 bar- 
rels, compared with 5,510 obtained in September. 
There were 31 new wells completed in the month, 
which compare with a total of 33 in the previous 
month. Drilling wells aggregated 344, or 19 more 
than the 325 reported in September. It is safe to say 
that since the October report was made there have 
been a number of new wells completed, and these 
should show some good additional production for 
November when the reports have been received.

ACT IN ECUDOR 


Law Proposed to Protect Nation- 
al Rights in Petroleum Lands. 
U. S. Congress Watches 


Movement 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 

Action reported by the Ecuadorean 
Congress on a law concerning oil lands 
and mines is regarded as part of the gen- 
eral movement in Latin America for the 
protection of national oil resources. The 
Ecuadorean situation is being observed 
with interest by Senator Fall of New 
Mexico, chairman of the Mexican inves- 
tigation subcommittee of the Senate for- 
eign relations committee and of the sub- 
committee of that body which has had 
charge of amendment of the Colombian 
treaty with a view to protecting Ameri- 
can oil properties in the Colombian Re- 
pubic. 

e action of the Ecuadorean Congress 
is claimed to be different from that con- 
templated in Mexico with reference to oil 
properties. While Senor Rafael H. Eli- 
zalde, Ecuadorean Minister, has received 
no information about the new Ecuadorean 
law except what has been contained in 
the American daily press and does not 
expect to get a copy ef the law for a 
month or more, he understands from gen- 
eral knowledge of the situation that it is 
not proposed to make the Ecuadorean law 
retroactive. That would be in violation 
of the constitution of Ecuador, Senor 
Elizalde says. 

“I am satisfied that the new law will 
apply only to the future,” said he to the 
arising as a result of the world war have 





its revenue.in order to meet its obliga- 
tions. Oil and mining concessions or 
rights are taxable in my country There 
has been a big demand for oil rights, but 
in many instances the fees provided for 
in connection with the applications for 
such rights have not been paid. Further- 
more, the oil rights have not been utilized 
nor have the claims or properties been 
worked. The new law would probably 
tend to correct this situation.” 

According to reports from Quito, the 
Ecuadorean Congress has decided that 
the new law shall take effect next year. 
Under the law, it is reported, unadjudi- 
cated properties will revert to the state; 
rights obtained cannot be transferred or 
assigned, and rights acquired will be for- 
feited or proscribed if patents are not 
paid or if exploitation of a grant does 
not begin within two years. None of 
these provisions will apply to rights ac- 
quired prior to the passage of the law, 
according to Dr. Elizalde. He says that 
he only knows of one American interest 
that has acquired oil rights in Ecuador 
and that is a representative of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. He knews of no British or 
foreign interest that has oil rights_in 
Ecuador. The Standard Oil interest has 
not developed its property, according to 
the Ecuadorean minister. 


Oil development work in Ecuador, said 
Dr Elizalde, is quite crude and on a small 
scale. Some of those engaged in this 
work use hand power and antiquated 
methods and produce only small quanti- 
ties of oil, he added. The oil produced 
is used for domestic consumption only. 
There are understood to be no exports. 
However, oil possibilities in Ecuador are 
believed by Dr. Elizalde to be quite large 
and important. He explained that the 
Gulf of Guayaquil separates a _ portion 
of the Ecuadorean coast from the coast 
of Peru. On the Peruvian side of the 
gulf there are considerable oil develop- 
ments, and Dr. Elizalde sees no reason 
why there should not be similar develop- 
ments made on the Ecuadorean shore 
of the gulf, as he says the land and oth- 
er conditions are similar. 


FIFTY MEXICAN OIL CONCESSIONS 
CANCELLED FOR TAX NON-PAYMENT 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 1, 1919. 
TTe Department of Commerce and 
Industry has issued notification that the

PETROLEUM EXPORTS FROM MEXICO DURING 
SEPTEMBER DECREASED BY COASTAL STORMS 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 1, 1919. 

Exports of petroleum for the month of 
September show a decrease of nearly 
800,000 barrels against the month of 
August. For August the total was 7,988,- 
519.14 barrels; for September the total 
was 7,194,008.01. This decrease, however, 
is due entirely to the heavy storms that 


prevailed on the coast during the month. 
One concern had four of its loading pipe- 
lines injured so as to be unusable, while 
steamers were delayed in arriving by 
the same cause.

Stifle Competition 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 


The Standard Oil Co., of New York has 
filed answer to the amended complaint 
served by the Federal Trade Commission 
alleging unfair competition in the matter 
of leasing and loaning oil and gasoline 
pumps and tanks at unreasonably low 
rentals on exclusive contract terms. 


The company admits that it installs 
such devices with retail dealers for very 
nominal considerations, in return for 
which the dealer agrees to dispense only 
the petroleum products of respondent 
through these devices, but avers that the 
practice is followed for the purpose of 
establishing and maintaining filling- 
stations and for the convenience and pro- 
tection of the public by enabling the 
public to know what brand of gasoline 
or oil is being purchased, and also “for 
the protection of respondent in the mar- 
keting of its said products under its said 
trade mark or brand.” The answer 
further says that “instead of stifling 
competition said practice enables mar- 
keters to bring their particular brand of 
Basoline into competition with other 
brands thereof, thus giving the consum- 
ing public the advantage of choice in 
purchasing their supply. 


The company emphatically states that 
it is not engaged in interstate commerce 
in the sale of petroleum products and 
vices, though it is authorized by law 
0 engage in and is doing business in the 
one of New York, Connecticut, Massa- 
chusetts, Vermont, New Hampshire and 
Ine, and in foreign countries, as all 
are dispensed to its customers 
ugh state branch departments of re- 
Spondent in the several states.

In their present form the regulations show 
considerable improvement over the draft of 
September 25, which in many respects was 
arbitrary and severe, and to which objections 
were strongly raised. However, certain fea- 
tures are still subject to criticism, such as 
the flash point, which is fixed at 150° F., as 
the minimum, and which it is contended is 
too high. Discrimination against the lighter 
gravity fuel oi!s has been eliminated, and the 
tables of location and capacity of tanks have 
been favorably revised, although they are 
still subject to discussion. 

Other points are subject to criticism, 
the American Petroleum Institute is giving 
widespread distribution to the revised regu- 
lations together with a statement of the ob- 
jections that have not yet been satisfied. The 
institute hopes to appear before the Execu- 
tive Committee of the National Fire Protec- 
tion Association, but in any event will file 
its protest against certain provisions in the 
regu.ations. 

Too much attention cannot be given such a 
set of rules arbitrarily drawn up, for the 
present marked development in the use of 
fuel oil is based not only upon its efficiency, 
but upon its economy as well, and any re- 
strictions that will tend to argue severely 
against this economy and efficiency are bound 
to work hardship upon those interested in 
its sale and use. A properly drawn up set 
of regulations is very acceptable to the pe- 
troleum industry, but we are constantly met 
with the question as to whether too great 
a margin of safety will place restraints upon 
development in the use of oil as an indus- 
trial fuel. 

All reference in the regulations to con- 
crete storage tanks has been temporarily set 
aside, pending the outcome of experiments to 
be conducted by the Committee on Concrete 
Tanks of the American Concrete Institute. It 
is believed that the results of these experi- 
ments, which will probably extend over a 
period of two months, will guide the National 
Fire Protection Association in fixing speci- 
fications on concrete tanks.

BY SHIPPING BOARD, BEING SCARCE 





Senate Demand for Information on Offer of VVessels to ““Agwi” 


Brings 


Announcement 


of 


that “Famine” 


Vessels Exist 


Because of the “famine” in tank steam- 
ers it has been announced by the United 
States Shipping Board that it does not 
intend to sell any more of its oil-carry- 


ing vessels at this time. Announcement 
of the board’s intention not to make any 
further offers of tank steamers became 
public through a communication sent to 
the Senate by John Barton Payne, chair- 
man of the board, following an order 
from the Senate in accordance with a 
Senate resolution introduced by Senator 
Edge of New Jersey demanding to know 
whether the board had made an effort to 
dispose of tankers to the Atlantic, Gulf 
and West Indies Steamship lines and 
other companies. 


It was revealed in the answer of the 
Shipping Board that the latter had made 
an offer of five oil tankers to the “Agwi” 
company in June last. The price asked 
by the board at that time was stated to 
have been $250 per deadweight ton. The 
tank ships offered were of the same type 
which the American shipbuilding firms 
have been offering to buyers at $180 per 
ton within the last few weeks cost the 
government $255 to $328 per deadweight 
ton, it is officially stated. The various 
facts concerning its position on selling 
tank steamers were presented in the fol- 
lowing data, compiled by various Ship- 
ping Board officials. Judge Payne an- 
swered the four questions. 


Mr. Payne’s Statement 


His statement follows in part :— 


1. Whether any effort was made to sell 
tankers to the Atlantic, Gulf & West Indies 
Steamship Co., and, if so, what prices were 
offered and asked for the same. 

No price appears to have been offered by 
the company for the tankers. In letter of 
May 9 inquiry was made re the purchase of 
five or seven of the largest tank steamers at 
prices to be agreed upon. May 24 the board 
referred the matter to the Director of the Di- 
vision of Operations and the Director of the 
Division of Barn | and Statistics for _ re- 
view.and recommendation. The latter, May 
29, recommended the sale if the price could 
be agreed upon. Mr. Rosseter, Director of the 
Division of Operations, June 4, recommended 
the sale of five tankers, naming them, stat- 
ing:—‘‘While it appears that these vessels are 
estimated to cost us from $2,555 to $328 per 
ton, it seems to me that a fair selling price 
might be $250, as we could probably re- 
Boo" under new contracts at $210, possibly 
200 per ton.’’ On June 16 the board passed 
a resolution offering the tankers at $250 per 
deadweight ton. On July 21 John E. Barber, 
head of the sales division, reported as fol- 
lows:—‘‘Mr, Nichols, president of the At- 
lantic, Gulf & West Indies Co., says that he 
is still in the market for tankers, but not 
at our price. His idea of price seems unrea- 


sonably low, so I think you may consider that 
he is not a good prospect.'’ The files do not 
sbow_any suggested price. 

. What number of ships have been dis- 
posed of to private interests, with a descrip- 
tion of some and prices received? 

Answer—Sales completed to October 20, 
1919, date, price, name of purchaser, descrip- 
tion of ship, amount paid in cash and amount 
of payment deferred, covering a total of 176 
ships; sales value, $125,540, ; Payment actu- 
ally received, $12,337,609.26. Embraced in 
this list are 100 steel Lake type vessels, con- 
tracted to be sold to the Anderson Overseas 
Corporation at $210 per Geadweight ton. This 
transaction has not actually been consum- 
mated, and no payment has been made on ac- 
count thereof. The cash payment required to 
be made is included in the column ‘‘Initial 
payment,’’ under ‘‘Recapitulation of ship 
sales;"’ but the column ‘‘Received from sales 
consummated, $12,337,609.26,"" represents the 
money actually paid in. Since October 20 
eight additional ships have been sold. 

Whether any offers have recently been 
receiyed or are at present pending and the 
quotations involved? 


Answer—The prospective sales now under 
consideration, with prices and terms proposed, 
are shown on Exhibit C attached hereto. 

4. What policy is being followed in en- 
deavoring to dispose of ships? 

Answer—So far as the sale of tankers is 
concerned, in view of the large number of 
coal burning cargo ships now in use, it is not 
deemed wise to sell desirable tankers. The 
tanker situation is shown in the letter dated 
October 7 from tank steamer executive, Capt. 
Paul Foley. 


J. H. Rosseter’s Views 


J. H. Rosseter, as director of the Division 
of Operations, made the following recom- 
mendation on June 4:— 

“I am_in favor of selling five of our tankers 
now under construction and would suggest the 


following :— 

Caboille, 8,500 tons, ready promptly, Wil- 
mington. 

“Dame Daike, 6,000 tons, ready in Septem- 
ber, Baltimore. 


“Derby Line, 10,100 tons, ready promptly, 
Alameda. 

*‘Hoxbar, 10,100 tons, ready promptly, Wil- 
mington. 

‘ “Romulus, 7,500 tons, ready July, Wilming- 
on. 

“As to price:—While it appears that these 
vessels are estimated to cost us from $255 
(Caboille) to $328 (Dame Daike) per ton, it 
seems to me that a fair selling price might 
be $250, as we could probably replace under 
new contracts at $210, possibly $200, per ton. 

“I might add that we have already chartered 
one of our tankers, the Hugoton, to the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of New York at $6.50 per ton per 
month for the balance of the year.’’ 

Captain Foley showed that all of the Gov- 
ernment’s tonnage would be needed to meet 
the ofl requirements of the navy and Shipping 
Board vessels, and the domestic and foreign 
— needs of the various American oil com- 
panies. 





“BLUE SKY” LAWS 
Should Be National 


Former Head of New York 
Wildcat Stock Investigations 
Advocates at Washington 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 


Urgent necessity for the early enact- 
ment of national legislation providing 
rigid prosecution of “blue sky” stock 
promoters is emphasized by Edward Bro- 
gan, former assistant district attorney of 
New York city, who conducted investi- 
— of wildcat stock activities in that 
city. 

Mr. Brogan, who was in Washington 
on Tuesday, November 4, said :—“There 
is greater need for a national “blue sky” 
law to_ protect uninformed investors 
against fake stock issues than ever be- 
fore. The speculative craze has swept 
over the country, and unscrupulous pro- 
moters are reaping huge profits. It has 
been estimated that the public is losing 
$500,000,000 a year in fraudulent 
schemes. The stock market is a dan- 
gerous game for amateurs, and people 
should be careful that their savings are 
not washed away in this tidal wave of 
gambling.

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GASOLINE SHIPPING REGULATIONS AMENDED 
BY INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION 





Ten Pound Vapor Pressure Limit Prescribed as Guide in Declara- 
tion and Shipment of Petroleum Products—Outage 
Table for Grading 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 
In the matter of regulations governing 
the transportation of explosives and oth- 
er dangerous articles the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has issued an order 


substantially as follows amending para- 
graphs 1824 (K) and 1825 (A) of the 
regulations :— 

It is ordered, That the second and 
sixth sections of paragraph 1824 (K) of 
the said regulations be amended, effec- 
tive December 15, 1919, to read as fol- 
lows :— 

When the liquid condensate alone or blended 
with other petroleum products has a vapor 
Pressure not exceeding 10 pounds per square 
inch, it must be described and shipped as 
gasoline, or casinghead gasoline. 

When the liquid condensate, alone or blended 
with other petroleum products, has a vapor. 
pressure not exceeding 10 pounds per square 
inch it must be described as gasoline or 
casinghead gasoline and must be shipped in 
metal drums or barrels complying with speci- 
fication No, 5; or in ordinary tank cars, 60 


pounds test class equipped with mechanical 
arrangement for closing of dome covers as 


specified in Master Car Builders’ specifications 
for tank cars. 


It is further ordered, That the note to 
Paragraph 1825 (A) of the said regula- 
tions be amended, effective December 15, 
1919, to read as follows :— 

An outage of 2 per cent. is frequently in- 
sufficient for light petroleum products, owing 
to the fact that they expand more than heavier 
petroleum products when the temperature in- 
creases, and this rate of expansion varies with 
the specific gravity of the material. It is recom- 
mended that when tank cars are loaded with 
gasoline, or casinghead gasoline (see para- 
griuph 1824k), the outage in tank shall not be 
less than the following:—

MEXICAN PETROLEUM 
FIELD NOTES 


The Governor of the State of Sonora has 
again reported to the Secretary of Commerce 
and Industry the discovery by engineers of 
deposits of petroleum on the islands of Car- 
men and Catalina, in the Gulf of California, 
off the central coast of Sonora, as proven by 
the exhibition of samples of ‘‘chapopote’’ by 
the discoverers at Hermosillo, capital of the 
State, which are said to be of high quality. 
The national officials have been asked to send 
a special commission of experts to investigate 
not only these islands, but the adjacent coast 
of Lower California, where it is believed pe- 
troleum also exists. 

A company composed of capitalists of the 
State of Jalisco is engaged in developing pe- 
troleum deposits believed to exist on some 
islands in Lake Chapala. The indications are 
said to be favorable to the presence of ex- 
tensive measures and the exploration is being 
made upon a large scale. The lands on the 
shores of the lake are also believed to be 
petroliferous 

There are at the present time eighteen wells 
being drilled in the Tampico region, with 
Preparations under way for commencing work 
on a number of others.

Pipe Line From Tampico Fields to 
Mexico City Started by Huasteca 
Co. After Long Delay 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 1, 1919. 


Announcement is made in the public 
press that the Huasteca Petroleum Co. 
is about to commence operations in the 
construction of a pipe line for conveying 
petroleum from the Tampico region to 
the City of Mexico, in accordance with 
the terms of its concession obtained from 
the Diaz government in the year 1908. 
Under that concession, work was to have 
commenced at once, but various exten- 
sions of time were granted and nothing 
was ever done in connection with actual 
operations. 

The proposed line will commence at 
Cerro Azul, where the Huasteca com- 
pany has some of its largest wells, and 
will ascend to the central plateau and 
pass through the various industrial cen- 
ters of that region before reaching Mexi- 
co City. It is proposed to establish an 
extensive refining plant here. 

Estimated cost of the work is upward 
of 20,000,000 pesos. and it is expected 
that from ten to fifteen thousand men 
will be employed thereon. It will work 
a revolution in the industrial situation 
in the capital, where the lack of a local 
supply of fuel and the high cost of that 
brought from elsewhere has always been 
a serious drawback.

Atlantic, Gulf and West Indies S. S. 
Line Oil Subsidiary Plans to Erect 


Topping Plant in Mexico 


The oil producing subsidiary of the 
Atlantic Guif & West Indies Steamship 
Lines in Mexico plans to erect a topping 
plant with a capacity of about 30,000 
barrels daily. The loading station will 
be capable of handling 5,000 barrels an 
hour. Operations at the property ought 
to start next spring. The eight tankers 
recently ordered will in all probability 
not be delivered until after June, 1920. 
If the necessary tankers were available 
in the early part of 1920 the company 
could sell about 20,000,000 barrels of oil 
for next year’s delivery. That will be 
the initial capacity of the pipe lines from 
the oil wells in the Tampico field to the 
seaboard. There is every likelihood that 
Atlantic Gulf will be handling at the 
rate of 15,000,000 barrels annually be- 
fore the end of 1920, it is stated.

Gasoline Sales Taxes in St. Louis Paid 
by Standard Oil Co. Total 
$4,600 for 57 Days 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 7, 1919. 
The Standard Oil Co. has paid $4,600 
to License Collector Oliver G. Chapman 


as a result of an ordinance recently 
adopted taxing the sale of gasoline at 
filling stations at the rate of one-half 
cent per gallon. There are five other 
gasoline companies in the city which will 
be required to make this payment and 
whose returns are expected within the 
next few days.

Fuel Oil Use to Become Advertising 
Feature of Seaboard Air Line 
—Contracts for Supply 


From Mexico 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 


The first large railroad in the East to 
adopt the use of fuel oil for locomotive use 
is the Seaboard Air Line, which has re- 
cently closed a contract, according to re- 
port from reliable sources, with Amer- 
ican oil interests operating in Mexico, to 
transport by tank ship from Tampico 
across the Gulf to Tampa, oil for the 
engines of this road. Oil depots will be 
established by it also at Jacksonville and 
at one or more points further north. 

Hence a coal strike has no terrors for 
the Seaboard. It is reported that this 
road will put oil on its roadbed and ad- 
vertise itself as the only dustless route 
to the south. This would be a big ad- 
vantage it is believed, for roads down the 
Atlantic coast and along the Gulf coast 
are ballasted largely with fine sand, 
pulverized rotten rock, or clay or dirt 
which blows up in clouds to the great dis- 
comfort of the passengers. 





Petroleum Consumed as Fuel to Pro- 
duce Electricity for Public Utili- 
ties Totaled 2,006,559 Bbls. 
in Three Months 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1919. 


Petroleum and_ derivatives in the 
amount of 2,006,559 barrels were con- 
sumed as fuel in the production of elec- 
tric power by public utility plants in the 
United States during the months of 
February, March and April, 1919, ac- 
cording to the report of the Geological 
Survey. During the same period 8,445,- 
184 short tons of coal, and 5,111,366 
cubic feet of natural gas were also con- 
sumed in the same manner. The feature 
of the report from the petroleum stand- 
point is that no coal was used for this 
purpose in California during the period 
mentioned, in which State 546,166 bar- 
rels of oil and 477,038 cubic feet of na- 
tural gas supplied the producers of elec- 
tric power.

While the number of finished wells for the 
month of October was 167 less than for Sep- 
tember in all fields east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, it does not signify that development 
work is on the wane, for such is not the case, 
as the close of October showed a much greater 
number of derricks and drilling wells than any 
previous, month in the history of the petro- 
leum industry, and that is saying a great deal 
for the season of the year. It looks very 
much as though the activity will prevail 
throughout the cold winter months, even in 
the Wyoming fields. Work will no doubt slack 
up in the Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois fields to some extent, but 
in Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, Louisiana and 
Kentucky and Tennessee the winter season 
will experience renewed activity, as the win- 
ters are not as severe as in the other fields 
mentioned. 


In the flelds east of the Mississippi River for 
October there was a total of 1,093 wells fin- 
ished, with a new production daily of 13,446 
barrels. There were 169 dry holes and 101 
gas wells, In new work there is at the close 
of October a total of 355 rigs up and 1,784 
wells drilling. Between the Rocky Mountains 
and Mississippi River in Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Texas, Louisiana and Wyoming there was for 
the month a total of 1,586 wells finished, with 
a new daily production of 383,823 barrels, 384 
dry holes, 86 gas welis, 2,279 rigs up and 4,735 
wells drilling. The October figures show a 
decrease in the entire field of 167 finished 
wells, 50,737 new production, 40 dry holes, 11 
gas wells, while in new work under way there 
is an increase of 115 in rigs up and 151 in 
drilling wells, a net increase in new work of

Results Show Improvement With Better Weather

Good Completions

At Hull 


At Hull the Big Four Oil Co. has worked 
over its No. 1 Hanacker, in the northern part 
of the field, and it is pumping 150 barrels of 
oil. The Texas Co. is preparing to deepen 


its No. 2 Palmer from 2,275 feet, where it 
pumped about 75 barrels a day. The Humble 
Oil & Refining Co. tested its No. 2 Palmer at 
2,580 feet and got a dry hole and is preparing 


to drill deeper. On the Carr tract, in the 
southwestern part of the field, the Sun Co. 
is down 1,250 feet in No. 2 Carr. The Humble 


Oil & Refining Co., drilling No. 1 Stovall in 
the vicinity of the Sun weil, has been forced 
to abandon it, and has made a new location 
in the northwest corner of the Gedry 43-acre 
tract. 

The Houston Production Co. has made good 
time in No. 1 Baldwin, which is drilling at 
2,415 feet. The Higgins Oil & Fuel Co. had 
a blowout in No. 1 Smith, which makes that 
part of the field look promising. On the Dol- 
bear, the Republic Production Co. is drilling 
No. 24 and No. 25. South of the Dolbear the 
Gulf Production Co. is preparing to set 
strainer in No. 3 Phoenix and is reaming to 
set 6-inch casing in No. 4 Phoenix. It has 
begun drilling in No. 2 Scarborough. The 
Crown Oil & Refining Co. has two tests drill- 
ing at Hull, one on the Palmer and one on 
the Hanacker tract. 


At Spindletop 


The recent abandonments at Spindletop ana 
Saratoga does not indicate very bright pros- 
pects for finding deep pay sand extensions in 
these old coastal pools. At Spindletop, both 
the Gulf and the Texas companies have re- 
cently abandoned a deep test in what looked 
like a new deep sand pay one mile southeast 
of the old field. Two or three deep tests are 
still drilling in the vicinity and may have 
better luck. During the week the Unity Oil 
Co., drilling in the old field, got a 25-barrel 
pumper. 


At Saratoga 


At Saratoga, both the Texas Co. and the

Interest also remains keen in the North and 
South Dayton districts and Davis Hill, in Lib- 
erty county. The Empire Gas & Fuel Co.'s 
tests south of Dayton have been shut down on 
account of high water, being near the Trinity 
River. At Davis Hill the Humble Oil & Re- 
fining Co, is drilling No. 12 McUardle. At Ad- 
dicks, Harris county, the Texas Co. has aban- 
doned No. 2 Beiler. Near Almeda the Humble 
& Gulf Coast Oil Co. is testing No. 1 Edmun- 
son. 


At Stratton Ridge, Brazoria county, the 
Humble Oil & Refining Co. is drilling No. 6 
Seaburn. Near Friendswood, Galveston county, 
the Friendswood Oil & Gas Co. ts drilling in 
No. 1 Allen.

Results in drilling operations this week show 
very little difference from that of last week. 
New production shows a gain of 750 barrels, 
but last week there were but four producing 
wells and this week there were 12, showing a 
larger number of small wells completed. West 
Columbia had two new flourishing wells during 
the past week—one by the Humble Oil & Re- 
fining Co. and one by the Texas Co., the for- 
mer of 2,500 barrels and the latter of 1,000 
barrels. Edgerly and Vinton each had a work- 
over of 150 barrels. Goose Creek 925 barrels 
from workover. Hull had a workover of 150 
barrels and Spindletop a 25-barrel pumper in 
the old shallow part of the flela. 








NORTH CENTRAL TEXAS FIELD. 











Northwest Burkburnett District Unable to Change 
Production Figures Despite Large New 
Output—Cause of Condition 
Matter of Speculation. 


FORT WORTH, Texas, Nov. 3, 1919. 

The week’s review of the happenings 
in the north central Texas petroleum 
fields can be limited to space for the 
first time in a long period. From the 
Red River on to the south through 
Wichita, Archer, Young, Palo Pinto, 
Stephens, Eastland, Commanche and 
3Srown counties, there is searcely a road 
over which a load can be moved, so ex- 
tensive and heavy have been the rains 
for the last week or so. This condition 
has materially retarded development 
work, and has prevented any broadening 
of the already well established producing 
areas. In the face of these adverse con- 
ditions the fields have barely been able 
to maintain their standard of produc- 
tion. As an example of how difficult it 
has been to hold up the daily average 
of the fields, the Northwest Burkburnett 
field has been unable to change its pro- 


duction figures, though there have been 
16,000 barrels of new production added 
in that field of late, indicating that the 
older wells were not allowed to produce 
their full capacity, or else the produc- 
tion is rapidly dwindling. 
Possible New Pool 

The greatest excitement has attended the 
discovery of what gives promise of being an 
entirely new oil pool in Wichita county. This 
Is the territory opened up by the Kemp-Mun- 
ger-Allen Oil Co., about six miles southwest 
of Iowa Park, and near the Holliday pool. 
While the well has not been completed and the 
amount of the production is not known, still 
some optimistically inclined operators ‘are 
playing it for a 2,000-barrel well, and they 
may get fooled, as many more have in just 


identically the same way. 

Acreage that a week or so ago could be 
bought for $100 to $150 has been changing 
hands at figures as high as $5,000 an acre, 
according to reports from Wichita Falls. The 
sand in the Munger tract well, which is the 
gusher, was found at about 1,700 feet, and 
operators say it looks like the Burkburnett 
sand, though the well is possibly 20 miles 
from Burkburnett. It may again be an ex- 
tension of the Burkburnett field and the drill 
alone must tell the tale. 


When the sand was encountered in the well 
it was shut down because there was no storage 
on the ground. Several days ago the owners 
opened the well up for a short test. The well 
flowed fine for a short time, but was shut off 
again to prevent wastage of oil. The work 
of putting tankage on the ground and making 
pipeline connections was begun immediately. 
A line is being laid to the well from the Iowa 
Park shallow fields, about four miles distant, 
and is now about completed, and within a 
few days the exact value of the well will be 
known. , 

Other sections of the Wichita Falls terri- 
tory and the Burkburnett district have been 
relatively quiet for several days. The old 
Burkburnett field is producing a little less 
than 9,000 barrels of oil daily, while the 
townsite pool is turning out a little more than 
23,000 barrels daily, and the Northwest Burk- 
burnett Extension fleld is accounting for about 
52,500 barrels. There has been no broadening 
of these areas for ten days now. The Electra 
field remains firm at around 10,000 barrels a 
day. 


Ranger Development Slow 


In the Ranger territory development has 
also made slow progress Operators have 
managed to complete enough wells in the 
proven fields to hold production up to the 


usual high level. Only one new well caused 
any sensation, the Scanlon & McCourtie No. 1 


on the J. O. Sue tract, which was reported 
to have an initial production of about 7,500 
barrels. Later reports, however, indicate the 


well was probably not making more than 
3,200 to 3,500 barrels. This well is just north 
of Olden, and on the same tract where there 
are a number of smaller wells ranging from 
500 to 1,000 barrels each. It is just south of 
the Cotton tract. In the Pleasant Grove dis- 
trict a few wells have been drilled to the 
sand, though few of them have yet attained 
what is expected to be their maximum output. 
The Albers Oil Co. has drilled its No. 
Turner tract into the lower Ranger sand, and 
it is making 2,500 barrels. 


Further to the east the Prairie Oil & Gas 
Co. has completed three new wells on the E. 
Roper tract, with an aggregate new produc- 
tion of something like 4,000 barrels. The 
Texas Pacific Coal & Oil Co. has brought in 
another on the J. E. Butler tract, a 1,500- 
barrel well, and has also finished a new 1,500- 
barrel well on the Mrs. G. E. Norwood tract. 


Northwest of Ranger 


Northwest of Ranger and near the Stephens 
county line the States Oil Corporation has a 
500-barrel well in the shallow sand on the 
Loper tract, just south of the Hollemann_shal- 
low wells of the Hercules and the Heco- 
tanger Oil companies. To the east of this 
shallow field the Sinclair-Gulf Oil Corporation 
has a an ‘ean well on the Davis tract in 
well No. 2. 


In the Desdemona field big completions have 
been few. The McMann Oil Co. has completed 
its second well on the Reynolds tract, north- 
east of Desdemona. It is reported good for 
about 1,800 barrels. Southeast of the town 
of Desdemona, the Comanche Northern Oil 
Co. is said to have another well on its Carruth 
tract. The well was estimated at a flush pro- 
duction of 5,000 barrels, but possibly much 
overestimated. The only other producer in 
that immediate vicinity is the same company’s 
No. 1 on the Carruth farm, with a production 
of around 1,000 barrels. Until the bringing 
in of the company’s first well the district was 
marked by big gassers and a few very small 
oil. producers. West of Desdemona the Mag- 
nolia Petroleum Co.’s No. 1 Carruth tract has 
further increased its production. It is now 
making about 4,700 barrels. 


Palo Pinto County 


In the southwestern part of Palo Pinto 
county the Texas Pacific Coal & Oil Co.’s well 
on the Stewart tract has increased its produc- 
tion from 500 to 800 barrels.

Refiners Association has taken preliminary 
steps to avert a congestion in that district such 
as has been a menace to the Northwest Burk- 
burnett field. The Executive Committee of the 
association is urging that all leases and as- 
signments provide that acreage shall not be 
subdivided into tracts of less than five acres 
and not more than one well shall be drilled 
to the same sand on each five acres of ground. 
The association is also discouraging the public 
in the purchase of stock where the company’s 
holdings consist of less than ten acres of land. 


Southern Eastland County 


The southern portion of the Eastland county 
field is in a fair way of becoming a scene 
of development as great as that which the re- 
gion north of the town presents. The Alice 
Oil Co., of Tulsa, has a derrick up and tools 
on the ground for drilling operations on the 
Hill tract, which has the Eastland Municipal 
Corporation’s south line for its northern 
boundary. A short distance southwest of the 
Hill tract on the Joe Burkett tract, the Unit 
Oil Association of Eastland is ready to start 
spudding. A quarter of a mile west of this 
well the Oriental Oil Association of Abilene 
will spud in within a few days or by Novem- 
ber 18, or forfeit $10,000, under the terms of 
the contract it has entered into. 

The George Martin 410-acre tract, which is 
north of the Burkett tract, runs to the East- 
land City south line, is being negotiated for 
by Los Angeles interests, with a view of drill- 
ing a number of wells on it. Three miles 
south of Eastland, on the C. U. Connellee 
tract, the Arkansas Natural Gas Co. has a 
gasser, an oil producer and a third well which 
is drilling. The oil well was brought in sev- 
eral weeks ago, and its initial flow was 175 
barrels. This well has steadily increased until 
the well is now making 310 barrels a day. 
West of these wells a few hundred feet the 
Same company is drilling at around about the 
same depth on the Mrs. Tulley Connellee, and 
= moving a drilling outfit to the Lyerla 
ract. 

One and a half miles southeast of Eastland, 
on the Downtrain tract, M. J. Sullivan, of 
New York, has a rig and waiting for drilling 
tools to move in. The Jim Hill Oil Co., of 


HBastland, is making preparations to drill on 
the Mrs. C. R. Whittington tract, south of 
Eastland. Several of the large companies own 


large blocks of acreage which is close to the 
Connellee tract. They are watching the third 
well, which is drilling on that tract, with in- 
terest and will engage in development work 
on a pretentious scale if it is as good as the 
No. 2 well, or otherwise strengthens the be- 
lief that there is a profitable pool in that 
part of the county. 


WYOMING FIELDS. 








Winter Weather Prevails and Only Drilling Is That 
in Big Prepared Camps—October Report 
Shows Falling Off in Work 


LANDER, Wyo., Nov. 3, 1919. 


The Wyoming petroleum fields are 
covered witb their winter coat of white, and 
about all the drilling that will be done 
from now on until late the coming spring 
will be in camps that have been arranged 
with an abundance of supplies, and this 
can be done only by the larger operating 
concerns with plenty of capital. During 
October the flelds showed a falling off 
but that was expected. In giving the 
figures, the name Grass Field is used for 
that field along with the Warm Springs 
field and the Thermopolis field. The Big 
Horn Basin covers the fields of Elk 
Spring Valley, Greybulle, Basin and 
Cody fields. The fields of Fremont county 
are listed in the Lander field.

Since the October report was compiled a 
number of new wells have been finished. 


Mule Creek Field 


The Mule Creek field is one of the new ad- 
ditions to Wyoming. This field is located in 
the northeastern part of Niobrara county and 
only a very few miles from the Wyoming- 
Dakota State line, and northwest close to 
twenty miles from Edgemont, South Dakota, 
which is the shipping point for the fleld, and 
on the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy R. R., 
and near a hamlet known as Osage. This is 
a shallow field and like most other shallow 
fields is more or less spotted and every well 
is a wildcat until drilled in. It is one spot 
in Wyoming that appears to increase with 
the cold weather rather than decrease, but 
that is due to a large extent to the shallow- 
ness of the pay sands. The Mike Henry Oil 
Co.'s second test in the Mule Creek field 
is a failure, while No. 1 was a fair producer. 
Five new wells have been started in the new 
fleld within a few days and a dry hole does 
not deter them from going ahead with de- 
velopment work. The Thornton field is also 
attracting some attention, and five wells have 
already been finished there, indicating a fleld. 


Thermopolis Refinery 


The refinery being erected at Thermopolis, 
being owned by the Singer interests, is about 
completed and ready to make a run of crude. 
The completion of this plant will cause the 
speeding up of the drill in the Thermopolis- 
Warm Springs fields. Seven rigs have been 
contracted for the past few days, and leases 
will be operated by electric power, as the 
Singer interests have purchased the electric 
plant at Thermopolis, and will furnish power 
for the oil field as well. Roofing paper will 
be one of the by-products of the new refinery.

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All Over Wyoming 


The Ohio Oil Co. has drilled in another fine 
well in No. 12 in the Rock River district, 
which is reported good for 900 barrels. This 
field makes as good a showing as any field 
in the State outside of the Salt Creek field. 
Near Kemmerer, in the western section of the 
State, the Lincoln-Idaho Oil Co.’s well No. 2 
has been put on the pump and will make 
around 15 barrels a day, and not 200 barreis 
as reported. The Elk Basin Petroleum Co. 
drilled in a 150 barrel well.in the Elk Basin 
field, in the extreme northern section of the 
State, near the Montana line. 


In the Pilot Butte field, in the Wind River 
Valley, and in the Lander field, of Fremont 
county, the Midwest Refining Co. has drilled 
in a 100 barrel well on the Glenrock Oil Co.'s 
tract. The Glenrock Company owns prac- 
tically the entire Pilet Butte field, and ap- 
pears to be coming along with other large 
concerns in Wyoming. In the Upton-Thorna- 
ton field in northeastern Wyoming, the Wyom- 
ing-Idaho Oil Co. has drilled in five shallow 
wells on the Wakeman ranch, in sections 12 
and 13-49-67, and will continue operations dur- 
ing the winter season. There is 1,600 acres 
in the ranch. 

The Midwest Refining Co. struck a _ strong 
gas pocket in its well in section 33-36-65, in 
the Lance Creek fleld, which caught fire and 
destroyed the rig. 

The Union Oil Co. struck a heavy gas vein 
in its well in section 16-35-65, in the Lance 
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Creek flald, at a depth of 1,000 feet, and was 
destroyed by fire. 

The Buck Creek Oil Co.'s No. 7 well, In the 
Buck Creek field, is making some nice flows 
at a more shallow depth than oil is usually 
found in the Lance Creek district. This com- 
pany appears to hold some exceptionally good 
looking leases in the field. 

The Midwest Refining Co. will lay a six- 
irfch pipeline from the Teapot district, near 
the Salt Creek field, direct to the _ storage 
tanks at Casper, at a cost of about $100,000. 
With the six additional stills at the Casper 
plant of the Midwest Refining Company, the 
plant will have a total of fifty-three stilis. 
pd company’s plant at Greybull has thirty 
stills. 

The Curtis Petroleum Co. found a showing 
of oil at its test on the Hamilton Dome, and 
the find causes unusual excitement. This 
Dome is located in Hot Springs county, about 
twelve or so miles west of Arapahoe and 
about twenty miles from Thermopolis, The 
oil was found in the Embar formation. 

The Wyana Oil Co. of California, is secur- 
ing acreage on the Ferris structure, and ex- 
pects to get busy with the drill as soon as 
the acreage is secured. 

The Black Tail Oil Co. has drilled in a 
heavy black crude oil producer, on Black Tail 
Creek, on the extreme eastern portion of the 
Lance Creek field. The oil was found in the 
Benton formation. The lilinois Pipeline Co. 
is laying a line to take care of the new pro- 
duction being found in the Mule Creek field. 








NEW MEXICO FIELDS 


State Land Office Announces New Leasing Regula- 
tions—Active Development Promises to 


Open Up Important New Fields 


ALBUQUERQUH, N. M., Nov. 3, 1919. 


Things are up and doing in New Mex- 
ico petroleum operations and the State 
bids fair to become one of the next new 
and prominent fields to be opened up. 
There will be a limit acreage of State 
land leased to any one company or in- 
dividual, and the State’s decision on this 
— is a limit of 25,000 acres, which 

been placed by the State Land Com- 
missioner upon an oil and gas lease to 
be issued to any one individual, corpora- 
tion or association. 

The new regulations of the Land Office, 
made effective October 20, are as fol- 
lows :— 

1. Leases will be issued in regular order as 
near as may be after receipt of applications. 

2. No lease will be issued to one person, as- 
sociation or corporation for an acreage of more 
than 25,000 acres. 

3. Applications fer eil annd gas leases not 
accompanied by first year’s rental will be held 
to segregate the lands as against a subse- 
= application accompanied by the required 
'unds for a period of five days from receipt, 
but not longer, and yoyo will be allowed 
only five days to pay the required rental; fail- 
ure to make the sy" payment within that 
time will render lands subject to lease 
upon proper application payment by an- 
other applicant. 

4. Applications must be noted the day and 
hour of their receipt. 

5. No lease will be issued upon application 
py after a = = effective except upon 

regular prin rm. 

6. Applications fer non-clear lands will be 
rejected, but such lands as are clear listed 
from time to time will be subject to oi] and 
gas lease applications beginning with the day 
of the receipt of clear lists. 

7. Applications pending on this date will be 
re; for non-payment of rental or other 
cause until after ten days’ notice to applicants 
requiring them te make payment required. 


Big Lease Transfer 


Exceeding in interest among oil men even 
the developments in the McGee well near 
Tucumcari and easily holding the center of the 

e in the oil development news of the week 
in New Mexico, is the confirmation from Ros- 
well of the sale of 480,000 acres of leases in 
Eddy, Chavis, Lea, Roosevelt, Lincoln and 
DeNaca counties, by the Roswell Development 
Co. to the Natienal Exploration Co. of New 
York. This sale, pending for some time, and 
of which rumors have feen current for the 
past month, has finally been consummated, ac- 
cording to authoritative announcements made 
at Roswell by officers of both the buying and 
selling companies. The price paid for the 
leases has not been given out, but the best in- 
formation regarded as final is approximately 
half a million dollars, and making the trans- 
action qoety the most important oil land 
deal in the history of New Mexico. The clos- 
ing of the contract followed careful examina- 
tion of the titles to the leases, the bulk of 
which are on State Jand. In the deal the Ros- 
well Development Co. maintained about 50,000 
acres, and the new purchasers agree to drill 
four test wells, work to start at once. 


wn closing of this sale, together with drill- 
now under way and assured east of the 
mountains, guarantees a thorough test of what 
is known as the Pecos Valley, both east and 
west of the river. The sale is regarded as 
the forerunner of a number of such transac- 
tions in which Eastern capital and practical oil 
men are interested and likely to become inter- 
ested in the next few weeks. With such 


sums passing for leases alone and with large 
investments necessary for the tests proposed, 
indications accumulate to prove that geo- 
logists and oil men are becoming confident 
of the early development of an oil field or 
fields in New Mexico. 


The Tucumcari Excitement 


Early reports of the gas strike in the McGee 
well brought a crowd of oil men and specu- 
lators to Tucumcari, taxing the hotel and res- 
taurant equipment of the town. The McGee 
well remains the most interesting drilling oper- 
ation in the State. It is pounding away in 
what is understood to be a shale heavily im- 
pregnated with oil, and oil men consider it 
more than an even break that oil will be en- 
countered when the drill strikes an oil sand 
formation. The McGee weil is only one of a 
number that are going down in the Quay 
county field. Leases in Quay county have 
been commanding around $5 an acre, and 
now appears to a rather small price for 
such good looking acreage. 


In Lincoln County 


It has been announced in Carrizozo that one 
of the deep tests of the National Exploration 
Co. will be on the ranch of the Picacgo Lan 
& Cattle Co., mear the village of that name 
in Lincoln aay. Confirmation of this test 
was given in Alburquerque by R. C. Sower, 
manager of the Picacho Cattle Co., on whose 
tract the drilling site has been located. 


Colfax and Union Counties 


Plans for drilling by companies of local 
origin at French, in Colfax county, and near 
Gladstone, in Union county, have been com- 
pleted. Both of the areas have had favorable 
reports from competent geologists. Both tests 
are understood to be provided with ample 
capital, chiefly of home money. 


Will Drill Near Chama 


Another new test well reported during the 
past few days will be near Chama, in Rio 
Arriba county, where the E. T. Williams Oil 
Syndicate is reported to have contracted for 
two deep test wells. All material for the first 
test of this company has been delivered at 
the well’s location and the derrick is under 
construction. 


In Roosevelt County 


With two wells drilling in Roosevelt county, 
there is much activity in leasing in that 
county and a very active demand for the 
better or closer located territory to the wells, 
of which two are already under way and at 
depths varying from 300 to 700 feet. Portales 
report the invasion of oil scouts and lease 
hunters into the county. 


Californians Invest 


Another deal which has just been closed is 
that whereby California interests take over 
67,000 acres of lease four miles west of Day- 
ton, in Eddy county. Under the terms of the 
contract a well is to be started within 90 days 
and the well is to be drilled to a depth of 
4,000 feet unless oil in paying quantities is 
found before that depth is reached. 


The Commonwealth Oil Co., a Delaware cor- 
poration, has rcently taken over 350,000 acres 
of leases in the Roswell district of New 
Mexico, and it is announced will begin imme- 
diate development. Geologists who have made 
extensive surveys of sections of the country 
around Roswell declare the chances are very 
favorable for the finding of a productive oil 
area.

Extensive Surveys 


The most ambitious and extensive program 
of survey work ever undertaken in the 
Canadian West is now being concluded by 
Imperial Oil, Ltd. Under the general direc- 
tion of Dr. T. O. Bosworth, chief geologist of 
the company, something like a dozen survey 
and geological parties have been at work all 
season, covering practically every district in 
Alberta from the international boundary to 
beyond the Arctic circle. As a result of the 
year’s work, a great deal of what was sup- 
posed to be potential oil territory has been 
pretty definitely eliminated, Several fairly 
promising prospects have been disclosed, how- 
ever, and these will be submitted to the test 
of actual drilling. 


Imperial Oil, Ltd., now has five tests defi- 
.nitely located in the West. Two of these are 
in the far North, one at the mouth of Oil 
Creek on the Mackenzie River, 45 miles be- 
low Fort Norman, and one at Windy Point, 
on the north shore of Great Slave Lake. There 
are important seepages at both these points. 
The Oil Creek seepage shows a nice, light 
oil. The outcroppigs are of Devonian age, 
and comparatively little drilling will be re- 
quired to test the seepage. The crew is now 
wintering in the North. The Great Slave 
Lake crew took their materials North this 
summer, but came out for the winter, and 
will go North again as early as possible in 


the spring. 
Southern Tests 


Further south, Imperial Oil, Ltd., has three 
tests located. One in the Tit Hills district 
of eastern Alberta, near Czar, is drilling and 
has encountered many difficulties, owing to 
the geological conditions. The formations 
here show traces of folding and disturbance 
unusual in the prairie country, and the test 
will be carried 5,000 feet if production is not 
secured earlier, in order to secure informa- 
tion as to the actual geological conditions. A 
heavy steel derrick is being used for this test, 
and the drilling will be carried clear through 
a formation and to the De- 
vonian, 


In southwestern Alberta, two tests are now 
rigging up for Imperial Oil, Ltd. One of these 
is located in the Twin Butte area, close to 
the international boundary. The other is in 
the Willow Creek area, about 26 miles west 
of Nanton. Both of these locations are in 
the foothill belt, which runs parallel to the 
Rockies and on which the Okotoks fleld is 
also located. The foothills, lying a little dis- 
tance east of the mountains, show sharp fold- 
ings, while still further from the mountains 
there is a gentler anticline indicated. A con- 
siderable foothill area in the government for- 
est reservation is not open to leasing. 


Peace River 


The Peace River field has been practically 
marking time all season. So far, the drilling 
has not been carried below the big water 
vein, which is supposed by geologists to mark 
the bottom of the Cretaceous formation. 
Earlier in the year some of the later tests did 
a little drilling in the upper Cretaceous, but 
made no attempt to get beyond the water. 

The Three Creeks Oil Co., which has a lo- 
cation at the mouth of Three Creeks, is re- 
ported to have drilled four feet below the 
water vein, penetrating a promising oil sand 
which showed good indications of high grade 
oil. The water trouble, however, prevented 
further drilling, and the operators have spent 
the summer trying to shut off the water. The 
first pump used in an attempt to ‘‘mud up” 
the well blew to pieces, and a ‘‘mud hog’’ 
was secured from Pittsburgh. This took some 
time to ship in, and by the time it arrived, 
the season was well on. Good progress was 
made with the work, and the water flow, 
originally’ 25,000 barrels a day, had been 
shut off except for a few galions when the 
early freeze-up brought the work to a tempo- 
rary stop. The company is now getting 
things in shape to shut in the plant and heat 
the mud by means of steam coils, so that it 
can be successfully handied. The degree of 
success obtained in the last attempt to handle 
the water would indicate that the problem 
will be solved. 


The upper sands apparently contain no com- 
mercial production, though there are plenty 
of oil showings. ‘There seem to be two dis- 
tinct sands in the Cretaceous furmation, heav- 
ily saturated with a thick, tarry oil. Accord- 
ing to the geologists, however, there is no 
structure, and the pressure necessary to vola- 
tilize the oil has been lacking, at least in these 
levels. At lower depth the formations may 
show folds and more favorable structure, but 
it will be largely a matter of guesswork to 
locate these folds, since there are, of course, 
no outcrops to guide the geologist. Some gas 
has been encountered in the C.etaceous above 
the big water vein, and some of the wells 
appear to be able to bale as much as 1% 
barrels a day. The oil is a heavy, tarry pro- 
duct, however, which cannot be pumped suc- 
cessfully, and which cracks at an extraor- 
dinarily low temperature. It tests between 13 
and 14 Baume. The same conditions have 
been found in practically all the wells drilled 
to the water vein; so that commercial produc- 
tion would seem to depend on the ability of 
the operators to shut off the water and get 
into the formations lower down.

Of these, one, 
in the Forty-Mile field south of Bow 
Island, looks like a failure. The drilling 
has been carried to 2,300 feet and the 
drill is getting out of the formations 
favorable to gas. 


Barnwell Field 


In the Barnwell field, near Lethbridge, three 
tests are drilling. This field showed some 
production in No. 1 well, finished last fail. 
The production of Ne, 1 was recently turned 


into the distributing system. No. 2 is nearly 
finished; it is down 2, feet and the drillers 
have succeeded in shutting off the water and 
are casing down. No. 3 Barnwell is drilling 
at 2,010 feet. No. 4 is fishing at 1,000 feet. 
These wells are about a mile from one an- 
other and the chances of securing production 
seem good, This company also has a test for 
gas near Monarch, between Lethbridge and 
MacLeod. The Monarch test is drilling at 
1,075 feet. 

Several tests for oil are under way in the 
southern part of the province. The Weeks- 
Alberta Co. is drilling close to the interna- 
tional boundary.
